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GROWTH ,  THE  ONLY 

EVIDENCE  OF  LIFE. 


Looking  back  on  the  year  just  ended  one  finds  evidence  of  growth  and 
progress  in  the  Bureau  that  must  give  real  satisfaction  to  the  workers  who 
have  contributed  even  a  small  part  to  the  total  result,  and  increase  faith 
in  the  leadership  of  the  various  inits  of  work  as  well  as  of  the  Bureau  as  a 
whole. 

First  of  all  there  has  been  a  rather  material  increase  in  the  number  of 
our  personnel.    During  the  past  year  135  employess  were  added  to  the  rolls, 
raising  the   total   force  of  2,280  of  the  preceding  year  to  2,415.     In  1923 
there  were  996  professional  and  sub-professional  employees  and  1,234  clerical 
<J     employees;  in  1929  there  were  1,063  professional  and  sub-professional  employees 
.     and  1,350  clerical  employees. 

The   growth   in  the  personnel   is  an   indication  of  expansion   in  work 
c     made   possible  by   increases   in   the  Bureau's   appropriations.    Among  the  im- 
*^    portant    increases    for  expansion    of  work   during  1929  were  approximately 
c     $13,000   for  studies   in  agricultural   finance;   approximately  $10,000   for  the 
opening  of  a  new  foreign  office  at  Marseilles;  approximately  $175,000  for  the 
5     promotion  of  the  market  news  work;  approximately  $50,000  for  additional  truck 
crop  statistics;    approximately  $17,000   for  the  administration  of  the  Grain 
Standards  Act.    Inspection  of  tobacco  was  inaugurated  with  a  new  appropriation 
of  $20,000. 

A  new  development  within  the  last  two  years  has  been  the  expansion 
of  the  Outlook  work.  The  first  specific  appropriation  for  this  work  was  made 
in  the  fiscal  year  1929,  although  reports  had  been  issued  through  the  com- 
bined efforts  of  the  various  divisions  previous  to  that  time.  Work  under 
the  Standard  Container  Act  of  1928  and  the  Produce  Agency  Act  of  1927  has  gone 
forward  rapidly.  The  Tobacco  Stocks  and  Standards  Act,  passed  in  June,  1929, 
provides  an  entirely  new  activity  in  the  preparation  and  publishing  of  quart- 
erly re, ^rts  of  the  stocks  of  leaf  tobacco  in  the  United  States.  Under  an 
Act  approved  in  May,  1928,  funds  representing  excess  profits  collected  from 
dealers  handling  the  wool  clip  of  1918,  but  which  were  found  to  be  undistribu- 
table,  were  made  available  for  carrying  on  studies  of  the  marketing  and  stand- 
ardization of  wool. 

Someone  has  said  that  "growth  is  the  only  evidence  of  life."  The 
record  of  work  accomplished  is  convincing  proof  of  our  having  been  "alive" 
during  1929.  The  new  year  offers  opportunity  for  further  proof  in  that  di- 
rection, efforts  towards  which  may  be  stimulated  by  keeping  in  mind  the 
following  phrases  listed  in  the  Standard  Dictionary  under  the  synonyms  for  the 
word  "alive:" 

"Alive  in  every  nerve;  alive  to  every  noble  impulse;  alive  with  fervor, 
hope,  resolve;  alive  through  all  his  being." 
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H.  H.  SCHUTZ  GOES  WITH 

LARGE  COTTCN  CCNCEFN. 

Completing  more  than  14  years'  service  in  the  Bureau,  Harry  H.  Schutz, 
agricultural  statistician  in  Texas,  for  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Esti- 
mates, resigned  on  December  31  to  take  a  position  with  a  cotton  firm  in  Texas 
said  to  be  the  largest  in  the  world.  In  his  new  position  Mr.  Schutz  will  serve 
in  an  advisory  capacity  on  production  matters  to  the  executive  office  of  the 
company.    His  headquarters  will  be  at  Los  Angeles,  California. 

Mr.  Schutz  was  first  appointed  in  the  Bureau  in  June,  1910,  as  State 
agent  for  New  Mexico.  He  worked  there  successfully  until  June,  1914,  when  he 
resigned  to  enter  private  employ.  He  reentered  the  Bureau  in  August,  1919,  as 
field  agent  for  Oklahoma,  where  he  continued  until  June,  1922,  at  which  time  he 
was  made  agricultural  statistician  for  Texas. 

Mr,  Schutz  was  in  charge  of  and  responsible  for  the  work  of  estimating 
all  crops  and  livestock  in  the  States  where  he  represented  the  Bureau.  In  his 
assignment  in  Texas  he  also  served  as  regional  ccttcn  statistician  for  the  cottcn 
States  west  of  the  Mississippi  river.  Texas,  the  largest  State  in  the  union, 
with  254  counties,  presents  a  unique  problem  in  the  extent  of  territory  involved 
and  the  diversity  of  crops  covered.  Practically  all  the  important  crops  prc- 
duced  in  the  country  are  grown  there,  and  it  is  the  most  important  State  in 
the  union  in  the  production  of  cotton,  and  of  aggregate  production  of  all  agri- 
cultural products  combined.  In  performing  the  exacting  duties  of  his  position 
in  that  State  Mr.  Schutz  showed  outstanding  ability  and  met  with  unusual  success. 

In  addition  to  the  regret  felt  because  of  the  loss  of  Mr.  Schutz'  fine 
services,  the  keenest  regret  is  felt  also  by  his  many  friends  in  breaking  the 
long  and  extremely  pleasant  working  relations  with  him.  All  join  in  wishing 
him  success  and  happiness  in  his  new  field  of  work. 

SECOND  INSTITUTE  C N  RURAL  SOCIOLOGICAL 
PROBLEMS  HEID  IN  BUREAU. 

The  Second  Institute  on  Rural  Sociological  Problems  and  Methods  was 
held  in  the  Bureau  December  31,  1929-January  4,  1930,  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Dr.  C.  J.  Galpin.  Research  workers  were  present  from  practically  all  the 
State  experiment  stations  and  universities  in  this  country,  as  well  as  one 
representative  each  from  the  University  of  Nanking,  China,  McGill  University, 
Canada,  and  Manitoba  Agricultural  College,  Canada. 

The  sessions  of  the  institute  consisted  of  an  exposition  of  two  particular 
outstanding  projects  of  each  of  the  three  topics  -  Population,  Standard  of 
Living,  Rural  Organization.  Leading  sociologists  in  special  fields  demonstrated 
methods  of  research  in  problems  involving  the  case  study  method  and  in  the  field 
of  social  attitudes. 

0.  E.  Baker,  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  discussed  Method  of 
Social  Description  in  Population  Problems  by  Increases  and  Decreases,  illus- 
trated by  a  study  of  regional  crop  production;  Mordecai  Ezekiel,  of  the  Division 
of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  The  Methodology  of  a  Study  of  Personality,  with 
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a  discussion  of  the  statistical  analysis  involved;  T.  B.  Manny,  of  the  Division 
of  Farm  Peculation  and  Rural  Life,  Statistical  Apparatus  and  Technique,  Editing, 
Coding,  Use  of  Tabulating  Machines;  R.  G.  Hainsworth,  in  charge  of  the  Graphic 
Section,  Graphic  Methods;  and  H.  C.  Wilcox,  in  charge  of  the  Photographic 
Laboratory,  Photographic  Processes. 

IOWA  EXPERIMENT  STATION  PLANS  PUBLICATION 
LIKE  "FARM  REAL  ESTATE  SITUATION . " 

At  the  request  of  the  Agricultural  Economics  Section  of  Ior/a  State 
College,  E.  H.  Wiecking,  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  recently  spent 
several  days  at  Ames  formulating  a  cooperative  project  which  has  for  its  objec- 
tive the  development  of  an  annual  analysis  of  the  farm  real  estate  situation 
for  the  State  of  Io.va.  The  Station  there  plans  to  develop  an  annual  publication 
similar  to  the  Bureau's  annual  "Farm  Real  Estate  Situation,"  which  will  analyze 
the  situation  in  detail  for  each  of  the  various  sections  of  the  State  and  give 
a  more  intensive  treatment  generally  than  a  national  survey  can  give.  In 
response  to  a  widespread  interest  in  tenancy  problems  in  the  State,  the  Io.va 
Station  is  also  contemplating  a  cooperative  long-time  research  program  in  that 
field. 

SPEAKERS  REMINISCE  AT  HONOR 

DINNER  GIVEN  DR.  G ALP IN . 

On  Sunday  evening,  December  29,  the  Rural  Sociology  Section  of  the 
American  Sociological  Society  gave  a  dinner  in  honor  of  Dr.  C.  J.  Galpin, 
in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life.  The  attend- 
ance was  close  to  a  hundred  people.  Professor  E.  A.  Ross,  who  was  Profes- 
sor of  Sociology  in  the  University  of  Wisconsin  at  the  time  that  work  in  rural 
sociology  v/as  commenced  at  that  institution  by  Dr.  Galpin,  served  as  toast- 
master.  Dr.  H.  C.  Taylor,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  Department  of  Agricultural 
Economics  at  the  same  institution,  described  some  of  the  problems  encountered 
and  the  work  accomplished  by  Dr.  Galpin  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  and, 
since  1919,  in  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  Professor  A.  Z. 
Mann,  of  Garrett  Biblical  Institute,  spoke  of  Dr.  Galpin' s  contribution  to  the 
rural  church.  The  guest  replied  by  narrating  various  personal  experiences  and 
other  items  of  interest.  At  the  close  of  the  event,  a  bouquet  of  roses  for 
Mrs.  Galpin  was  given  to  Dr.  Galpin  with  expressions  of  sympathy  because  of  her 
inability  to  be  present  at  the  dinner.

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ANCIENT  BARLEY  FROM  MESOPOTAMIA  EXAMINED 
BY  MEMBERS  OF  THE  GRAIN  STAFF. 

0.  F.  Phillips,  Hazen  P.  English,  and  Albert  F.  Nelson,  representa- 
tives of  the  Grain  Division  at  Chicago,  have  recently  had  an  opportunity 
to  assist  with  particularly  interesting  work  -  the  examination  and  reporting 
upon  some  samples  of  barley  found  by  the  Field  Museum-Oxford  University  Joint 
Expedition  to  Mesopotamia  in  1923.  C.  E.  Leighty  and  H.  V.  Harlan,  of  the 
Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  also  participated  in  this  work. 

We  are  indebted  to  a  recent  copy  of  the  Project  Letter  of  the  Grain 
Division  for  a  copy  of  an  article  concerning  this  barley,  by  Karnes  B.  McNair, 
of  the  Field  Museum,  Chicago,  prepared  for  publication  in  a  scientific  jour- 
nal.   The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  Mr.  McNair's  article: 

"During  the  Field  Museum-Oxford  University  Joint  Expedition  to  Mesop- 
otamia in  January  1928  three  samples  of  barley  were  found  in  three  separate 
jars  in  the  ruins  of  the  buried  city  of  Kish,  'the  first  city  founded  after 
the  Flood. '  In  order  that  a  description  of  the  find  may  become  more  available 
to  botanists  the  information  is  published  in  this  journal. 

"The  barley  was  found  by  Henry  Field,  Assistant  Curator  of  Physical 
Anthropology  of  the  Field  Museum,  who  at  that  time  was  a  member  of  the  expedi- 
tion. The  jars  containing  the  grain  were  found  in  rooms  of  two  ancient  build- 
ings which  had  been  buried  for  thousands  of  years.  These  buildings  were  thirty- 
two  and  forty  feet  respectively  below  the  original  surface  of  the  mounds  cover- 
ing eastern  Kish.  The  lower  building  v/as  in  a  stratum  just  above  the  level 
vhere  traces  of  a  flood  were  discovered  which,  according  to  the  archaeological 
evidence  obtained,  occurred  about  B.  C.  3200. 

"The  grain  in  its  present  condition  is  practically  pure  charcoal  and 
it  is  perhaps  owing  to  this  fact  that  it  was  not  destroyed  long  ago  by  fungi, 
insects  or  moisture. 

"The  grain  has  been  examined  by  five  experts  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture.    All  of  these  men  declared  it  to  be  barley.***"

BUREAU  BREVITIES. 

FARM  REAL  ESTATE  SITUATION,  1928-29  is  revised  and  analyzed  by  E.  H. 
Wiecking  in  Cir.  101  now  being  distributed.  This  is  one  of  the  series  of 
annual  publications  on  the  subject  prepared  by  Mr.  Wiecking.  This  year  the 
report  shows  that  although  values  generally  continued  downward,  the  declines 
on  the  whole  were  comparatively  slight.  Besides  the  analysis  by  sections,  the 
report  includes  such  subjects  as  farm  credit  and  farm  taxes,  with  footnote 
credit  to  Mr.  Wickens  and  Mr.  Coombs. 

A  METHOD  FOR  DETERMINING  THE  COLOR  OF  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS  is  described 
in  some  detail  by  Dorothy  Nickerson  in  Tech.  Bui.  154.  Charts,  tables,  and 
formulae  are  used  to  clarify  an  intricate  subject.  Special  apparatus  was 
devised  for  use  in  this  method  and  the  author  gives  footnote  credit  to  C.  F. 
Welsh  and  J.  F.  Barghausen  for  aid  in  connection  with  the  equipment.  The 
bulletin  is  built  on  Miss  Nickerson 's  work  in  the  measurement  of  color  in  both 
the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  and  the  Division  of  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed.

Each  one  re- 
ceived something,  several  somethings,  in  fact,  and  to  a  man  up  a  tree,  it 
looked  as  though  somebody's  store  (100)  had  been  robbed.  Each  recipient  had  to 
display  his  present,  read  the  accompanying  verse,  if  any,  and  submit  to  the 
laughs 

H.  J.  Clay,  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  and  Paul  M.  Williams, 
Warehouse  Division,  attended  the  meeting  of  Virginia  peanut  interests  in  the 
High  School  of  Suffolk,  Va.,  Monday,  Mr.  Clay  taking  part  in  the  program.  The 
meeting  was  called  by  Congressman  Lankford  and  was  attended  by  both  pro- 
ducers and  cleaners  of  peanuts  in  addition  to  representatives  of  the  Federal 
Farm  Board  and  the  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute  of  Blacksburg. 

The  Warehouse  Division  has  two  new  field  appointees,  each  of  whom 
reported  January  2.  Hans  Aabel  joined  the  force  at  Dallas,  Tex.,  as  Associate 
Warehouse  Examiner,  and  will  give  particular  attention  to  grain.  He  is  regarded 
by  many  as  one  of  the  best  bulk  grain  elevator  men  west  of  the  Rockies.  He 
worked  for  13  years  as  grain  inspector  with  various  grain  exchanges  and  eleva- 
tors; for  lj  years  as  superintendent  of  a  grain  and  milling  company;  for  the 
last  Bj  years  for  the  same  company  as  supervisor  of  grain;  and  for  6  months 
as  grain  mixer  with  a  flour  company. 

Thomas  J.  Shanahan  reported  at  Portland,  Oreg. ,  as  Associate  Warehouse 
Examiner.  He  will  be  more  particularly  concerned  with  wool.  For  five  years 
he  was  employed  as  assistant  manager  of  a  wool  warehouse;  for  two  years  he  was 
general  manager  of  a  western  wool  warehouse;  and  for  practically  all  his  life 
he  has  been  engaged  in  all  branches  of  the  wool  business,  including  selling, 
grading,  classification  and  appraising.

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FARM  BOARD  AND_STATE  COLLEGE  MEMBERS 
T0_  ASSIST  WITH  OUTLOOK  REPORT. 

The  Bureau  Outlook  committees  began  to  meet  directly  after  the  Christ- 
mas holidays  and  have  been  very  active  ever  since. 

Forty-one  State  colleges  of  agriculture  \\ill  have  representatives 
at  the  final  Outlook  conferences,  which  will  open  January  20.  These  colleges 
are:  Arizona,  Arkansas,  California,  Colorado,  Connecticut,  Dela.vare,  Florida, 
Idaho,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Io.a,  Kansas,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Maine,  Mary- 
land, Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Montana,  Nov  Jersey, 
New  York,  North  Carolina,  North  Dakota,  Oregon,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Okla- 
homa, Rhode  Island,  South  Dakota,  Tennessee,  Utah,  Virginia,  West  Virginia, 
Wisconsin,  Wyoming,  Texas,  South  Carolina,  Vermont,  aid  Washington. 

Fifteen  representatives  of  The  Federal  Farm  Board,  headed  by  J.  S. 
Davis,  chief  economist,  will  assist  the  various  committees.  .  The  entire 
economic  personnel  of  the  Bureau,  headed  by  Mr.  Tolley,  and  representatives 
of  practically  all  the  other  bureaus  of  the  Department,   will  participate. 

The  report  will  be  released  on  January  27. 

Nearly  all  the  States  are  planning  to  issue  State  and  regional  Out- 
look reports  and  to  hold  farmers'  Outlook  meetings  following  the  issuance  of 
the  National  Outlook  Report.  As  in  previous  years,  the  Bureau  will  send 
representatives  to  assist  with  some  of  these  State  meetings.  Last  month 
a  preliminary  Outlook  conference  was  held  at  Georgia  State  College  of  Agri- 
culture in  which  Mordecai  Ezekiel,  J.  B.  Shepard,  C.  A.  Burmeister  and  J.  B. 
Kutson  of  this  Bureau  took  part. 

Mr.  Marquis,  who  has  been  in  the  West  for  the  last  two  weeks  instruct- 
ing county  agents  in  the  field  in  this  phase  of  our  work,  is  expected  back 
in  Washington  on  January  20  for  the  final  Outlook  meetings. 

TEN  ARMY  OFFICERS  RECEIVE  TRAINING 
IN  BUREAU  GRADING  METHODS. 

This  year's  class  of  Army  officers  from  the  Army  Veterinary  School 
at  Walter  Reed  Hospital  in  Washington  has  just  completed  a  course  of  in- 
struction under  E.  G.  Boerner,  in  charge  of  grain  investigations,  in  the 
methods  and  details  of  grading  oats  and  corn  in  accordance  with  the  Feder- 
al standards.  The  class  consisted  of  nine  American  officers  and  one  Cuban 
officer.  Instruction  was  given  at  Walter  Reed  Hospital,  although  Mr.  Boerner 
took  the  class  to  Baltimore  one  day  to  see  the  operation  of  commercial 
grain  inspection  by  licensed  inspectors,  the  Federal  field  procedure,  and 
the  grain  handling  methods  at  railroad  yards  and  terminals.  The  ten  officers 
qualified  as  inspectors  for  the  Army. 

The  same  class  is  no.v  receiving  three  weeks'  training  at  the  labora- 
tory of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  in  the  application  of  Federal  hay 
standards.    This  work  has  been  a  part  of  the  curriculum  of  the  Army  Veterin- 
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ary  School  each  year  since  1924,  when  the  school  was  moved  to  Washington 
from  Chicago.  Those  who  complete  the  training  successfully  are  licensed  by 
this  Bureau.  The  class  this  year  is  being  conducted  by  W.  H.  Hosterman  of 
the  Washington  office  and  W.  R.  Crispin  of  the  Kansas  City  office. 


CROP  ESTIMATES  TO  HOLD  ANOTHER 

STATISTICAL  CONFERENCE  FOR  STATISTS. 

The  results  that  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  has  ob- 
tained from  the  special  courses  of  instruction  it  has  given  in  Washington 
to  its  field  men,  have  been  so  satisfactory  that  it  has  been  decided  to  bring 
in  this  year  a  few  of  the  younger  men  of  the  field  staff  for  a  brief  course 
in  statistical  methods.  C.  F.  Sarle,  who  interrupted  the  work  at  Columbia 
University  that  he  is  taking  under  a  fellowship  from  the  Social  Science 
Research  Council  to  come  in  for  the  Outlook  conferences,  will  remain  in 
Washington  to  conduct  these  classes.  They  will  begin  February  3  and  con- 
tinue for  two  weeks  only. 

The  following  men  will  be  called  in  for  this  work:  J.  C.  Garrett, 
Alabama;  D.  C.  Holbrook,  Oregon;  S.  L.  Bryan,  Oklahoma;  R.  C.  Ross,  Washing- 
ton; J.  H.  Peters,  Iowa;  F.  E.  Finley,  New  Mexico;  D.  L.  Floyd,  Georgia; 
Arnold  J.  King,  Wyoming. 

This  will  be  the  fourth  course  of  its  kind  that  the  Division  of 
Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  has  conducted  for  field  men. 


BUREAU  COOPERATES  IN  EQUIPPING 

SPECIAL  DEMONSTRATION  TRAIN. 

R.  H.  Black,  in  charge  of  the  Minneapolis  grain  investigations  office, 
has  been  assisting  recently  in  equipping  a  demonstration  train  of  the  North- 
western and  Omaha  Railroads  with  special  farm  type  grain  cleaning  and  seed 
smut  cleaning  machines.  He  will  accompany  the  train,  which  will  operate  out 
of  Minneapolis  from  February  24  to  March  6  and  will  stop  at  33  towns  in  the 
spring  wheat  area. 

The  demonstration  will  be  conducted  by  the  two  railroads  concerned, 
the  Northwest  Crop  Improvement  Association,  the  State  agricultural  colleges 
in  the  spring  wheat  area,  and  this  Department.  Mr.  Black  is  assisting  with 
this  v/ork  at  the  special  request  of  Frank  Peck,  Director  of  Agricultural 
Extension  for  Minnesota. 


ADDRESSOGRAPH  PLATE 
FRAMES  NEEDED . 

The  stock  of  used  Addressograph  plate  frames  is  exhausted  and  in- 
asmuch as  the  purchase  of  new  frames  is  not  desired  if  the  requirements 
can  be  met  by  transfer  within  the  Bureau,  each  field  office  having  any 
surplus  frames  on  hand  is  requested  to  advise  J.  F.  Pevare,  Property  and 
Supplies,  at  once,  stating  the  quantity  available.

ENDORSE  BUREAU'S  BEEF  GRADING  SERVICE. 

The  beef  grading  service  of  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool 
received  another  boost  when  the  following  resolution  was  introduced  at  the 
meeting  of  the  California  Cattlemen's  Association  in  San  Francisco  last  month: 

"WHEREAS,  the  project  of  Government  grading  and  stamping  of  beef 
has  been  handicapped  by  a  shortage  of  funds,  and  WHEREAS,  the  private  grad- 
ing and  stamping  of  beef  by  the  packers  has  been  increasing  rapidly,  and 

"WHEREAS,  there  is  now  no  uniformity  of  either  name  or  grade  which 
tends  to  complete  confusion  on  the  part  of  the  purchaser,  and  thus  destroy 
a  great  deal  of  the  value  and  the  purpose  of  the  grading  and  stamping  pro- 
ject, 

"THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  the  California  Cattlemen's  Association 
in  convention  assembled  that  we  urge  Congress  to  appropriate  adequate  funds 
to  provide  for  the  extension  of  the  Government  grading  service  to  the  other 
large  cities  of  the  country,  and 

"BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  steps  be  taken  to  later  establish  uni- 
form grades  by  the  Government  to  be  used  by  all  packers  with  or  without  their 
private  name  or  brand.  In  this  way  the  service  can  eventually  be  made  nation- 
wide and  practically  self-sustaining.  In  no  other  way  can  full  protection 
be  given  consumers  and  the  full  possible  benefit  to  the  growers. 

"BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  mailed  to 
each  of  our  senators  and  representatives  and  to  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture. " 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  SCHOLARSHIPS  UNDER  SOCIAL 

SCIENCE  RESEARCH  COUNCIL  MAY  NOW  BE  MADE. 

The  special  committee  on  fellowships  of  the  Social  Science  Research 
Council  announces  that  the  fellowships  in  agricultural  economics  and  rural 
sociology  are  now  open  for  application  for  the  academic  year  1930-31. 

The  fellowship  stipends  range  from  $1,000  to  $2,000,  the  amount  in 
any  given  case  depending  upon  the  varying  conditions  of  training  and  ex- 
perience of  the  student,  his  degree  of  advancement,  whether  married  or 
single,  or  other  considerations.  In  highly  exceptional  cases,  stipends 
even  less  than  $1,000  or  larger  than  $2,000  may  be  granted.  Fellowships 
will  not  be  granted  to  persons  already  holding  the  degree  of  doctor  of 
science  or  doctor  of  philosophy.  The  fellowships  are  intended  strictly 
for  the  purpose  of  training  and  instruction  and  not  for  the  completion  of 
a  thesis  or  for  independent  research. 

Applications  for  fellowships  must  be  made  on  forms  provided  for  the 
purpose  and  must  be  sent  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Fellowship  Committee 
together  with  supporting  letters  or  other  material.  Applications  for  appoint- 
ment for  1930-31  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  on  or  before  Febru- 
ary 1,  1930.  Dr.  E.  G.  Nourse,  of  Brookings  Institution,  Washington,  D.  C. 
is  Chairman  of  this  Committee;  Dr.  C.  J.  Galpin  and  Dr.  W.  J.  Spillman, 
of  this  Bureau  are  among  the  six  members. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  for  each  of  the  past  two  years  two  members 
of  the  Bureau  have  been  among  the  successful  candidates  for  these  fellow- 
ships. Last  year  J.  B.  Hutson  and  C.  M.  Purves,  of  the  Division  of  Statis- 
tical and  Historical  Research,  were  so  honored,  and  this  year  Charles  F. 
Sarle  and  J.  B.  Gibbs,  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates, 
received  awards.

TIME  LIMITS  ON  PROOFS  are  now  being  fixed  by  the  Government  Printing 
Office  as  a  part,  of  the  new  effort  to  move  manuscripts  more  rapidly  through 
the  press.  The  date  limit  is  noted  on  a  slip  attached  to  each  proof.  Au- 
thors who  wish  prompt  printing  are  cooperating  actively  by  handling  their 
proofs  with  dispatch. 

BUSINESS  RECORDS  FOR  POULTRY  KEEPERS  are  outlined  and  explained  by 
E.  R.  Johnson  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  and  A.  R.  Lee  of  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  in  Farmers'  Bulletin  1614,  which  now  supersedes  Farmers 
Bulletin  1427.  Uses  to  which  the  records  can  be  put,  in  studying  price 
and  production  factors,  opportunities  for  improvement,  etc.,  are  outlined. 

THE  RELATION  BET'WEEN  PRODUCTION,  PRICES  AND  ACREAGE  of  Potatoes  on 
the  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland  is  an  abstract  of  talks  delivered  by  L.  H. 
Bean,  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research,  before  potato  growers, 
dealers  and  bankers  on  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland  during  October  and 
November,  1929.  The  purpose  of  these  addresses  was  to  acquaint  those  in- 
terested in  the  current  potato  situation  with  some  of  the  basic  facts  of 
production,  prices  and  acreage  changes  of  recent  years  and  to  draw  from 
these  facts  such  tentative  conclusions  concerning  prospects  for  1930,  as 
would  help  producers  to  determine  their  acreage  policies  next  spring.

IN  CONGRESS: 


S.  2276,  by  Senator  Dill,  to  continue  the  powers  and  authority  of  the 
Federal  Radio  Commission,  has  passed  both  Houses  and  been  pre- 
sented to  the  President  of  the  U.  S.  for  signature. 

S.  15,  by  Senator  Dale,  to  amend  the  Civil  Service  Retirement  Act, 
has  passed  the  Senate.  This  bill  raises  the  maximum  annuity 
from  $1,000  to  $1,200  and  lowers  the  optional  retirement  age 
by  two  years,  provided  the  employee  has  rendered  3D  years' 
service . 

H.J. Res. 174.  by  Mr.  Wood,  making  an  emergency  appropriation  for  the  control 
of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly,  was  signed  by  the  President  of 
the  U.  S.  on  Dec.  21,  1929.

Three  papers  dealing  with  the  cotton  fiber  studies  now  in  progress  were 
presented  before  the  general  section  of  the  Botanical  Society:  "Color 
Measurements  of  Biological  Materials,"  by  Miss  Dorothy  Nickerson;  "Cotton 
Fiber  Arrays."  by  R.  W.  Webb;  "Studies  in  the  Development  of  Cotton  Fibers," 
by  Mrs.  Farr. 

Another  paper,  "Studies  in  the  Elongation  of  Root  Hairs  of  Brass i ca 
oleracea  in  Solutions  of  Primary  Calcium  Phosphate,"  was  presented  by  Mrs. 
Farr  before  the  Physiological  Section  of  the  Society.  During  the  trip 
several  days  were  spent  in  the  X-ray  laboratories  of  the  department  of 
chemistry  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  where  the  analyses  of  various 
samples  of  cotton  fiber  research  material  were  made. 

Walter  J.  Roth,  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  has 
recently  completed  his  work  at  the  University  of  Minnesota  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Philosophy,  which  will  be  conferred  upon  him  some  time  in  March. 
His  thesis  was  on  the  subject  -  "Evolution  of  Farm  Accounting  in  Germany." 

Dr.  0.  E.  Baker,  Division  of  Land  Economics,  has  been  invited  to  ap- 
pear on  the  program  of  the  annual  Extension  conference,  to  be  held  at  the 
University  of  Maryland.  College  Park,  on  January  24.  He  will  give  an  ad- 
dress on  the  subject  -  "Better  Business  in  Land  Utilization." 

Guy  S.  Meloy  and  Victor  R.  Fuchs,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  spent 
a  day  in  Elizabethton ,  Tennessee,  last  week  studying  the  utilization  of  the 
standard  grades  for  cotton  linters  by  the  cullulose  industry. 

H.  J.  Clay,  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  and  Paul  M.  Williams,  Warehouse, 
who  attended  the  meeting  of  Virginia  peanut  interests  at  Suffolk,  Va., 
January  6,  report  that  the  attendance  was  very  large.  The  High  School 
auditorium,  seating  1,200,  where  the  meeting  was  held,  was  filled  to  ca- 
pacity, many  more  were  standing  in  the  building,  and  a  number  were  unable  to 
gain  entrance.  The  farmers  voted  to  form  a  cooperative  association  which 
would  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board.

Ar- 
rangements have  been  made  to  handle  what  traffic  may  be  necessary  for  the 
Boise  market  news  office  by  commercial  wire  out  of  Spokane. 
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E.  C.  Paxton,  Agricultural  Statistician  for  Kansas.,  and  H.  H.  Taylor, 
Agricultural  Statistician  for  Virginia,  will  report  in  Washington  January 
15  to  assist  Charles  L.  Harlan  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Esti- 
mates with  the  preparation  of  the  annual  livestock  report, 

D.  Curtis  Mum ford,    Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  will 
attend  the  meeting  of  the  .American  Society  of  Farm  Managers,  in  session  at 
Urbana,  Illinois,  this  week,  and  discuss  with  the  group  large-scale  farming, 
with  special  reference  to  management.

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OUTLOOK  REPORTS  HAVE 

HIGH  BATTING  AVERAGE. 

Last  February  the  Department's  Agricultural  Outlook  for  1929  said 
that  wheat  would  probably  sell  for  more  in  1929  than  in  1923;  that  flax 
would  be  more  profitable  in  certain  areas  than  wheat;  that  potatoes  would 
pay  better  than  in  1923.  In  each  of  these  cases,  the  situation  developed 
just  as  the  report  had  anticipated. 

A  careful  check  of  the  last  six  Outlook  reports  shows  that  con- 
ditions in  individual  products  have  worked  out  just  as  the  Department  said 
they  were  likely  to  do  nearly  nine  times  out  of  ten.  The  following  state- 
ment shows  the  "batting  average"  for  each  report  since  1924.

MR.  MARQUIS  REPORTS  KEEN  INTEREST  IN  FAR 

WEST  IN  ECONOMIC  WORK  OF  ALL  TYPES 7 

Mr.  Marquis  returned  to  Washington  Sunday  from  a  trip  to  Washington, 
Oregon,  California,  Wyoming,  Colorado  and  Utah,  where  he  attended  the  annual 
Extension  Conferences  of  county  agents.  The  interest  in  work  of  the  Bureau, 
particularly  in  regard  to  outlook  work  and  information  that  relates  to  pro- 
duction and  demand,  has  been  stimulated  by  the  proposed  activities  of  the 
Farm  Board,  and  the  Extension  forces  in  all  the  States  see  a  need  for  extend- 
ing their  work  in  marketing.  The  extension  of  the  leased  wire  into  the 
Pacific  Northwest  has  aided  in  extending  the  Bureau's  services  in  that  sec- 
tion. Work  has  barely  been  started  in  Idaho,  and  while  the  leased  wire  has 
temporarily  been  closed,  plans  are  being  made  to  utilize  it  much  more  ef- 
fectively next  season. 

In  company  with  Mr.  Schoenfeld,  who  now  represents  the  Farm  Board 
in  the  northwestern  region,  Mr.  Marquis  visited  the  Agricultural  College 
at  Moscow,  Idaho,  and  conferred  with  Extension  leaders  there. 

The  adjustment  of  production  to  demand  is  recognized  in  all  these 
States  as  one  of  the  largest  problems  underlying  the  improvement  of  agri- 
cultural conditions,  and  inquiries  for  help  from  the  Bureau  in  this  regard 
were  most  numerous  at  all  the  meetings,  Mr.  Marquis  reports.  County  agents 
are  being  besieged  by  farmers  to  know  the  limits  of  production  of  various 
products  in  each  State  and  locality,  and  they  are  requesting  particularly  in- 
formation on  the  plans  of  competing  areas  regarding  the  expansion  of  crops. 

Owing  to  the  short  time  between  meetings  in  the  several  Statas, 
Mr.  Marquis  was  unable  to  visit  the  western  market  news  offices  of  the  Bu- 
reau, which  he  regretted  exceedingly. 

The  Bureau's  representatives  at  Denver  drove  60  miles  one  evening  to 
Fort  Collins  to  attend  the  conference  at  the  Colorado  Agricultural  College, 
and  returned  to  Denver  the  same  night,  which  indicates  the  excellent  rela- 
tions existing  between  our  men  and  those  at  the  Agricultural  College. 
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DR.  WEBB  MAKES  IMPORTANT  IMPROVEMENTS 
IN  COTTON  SORTING  APPARATUS. 

An  improved  sorting  machine  for  use  in  the  separation  of  cotton  fi- 
bers according  to  length  is  being  developed  by  Dr.  R.  W.  Webb,  Cotton  Tech- 
nologist, Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  and  gives  promise  of  being  more 
satisfactory  from  the  standpoints  of  accuracy,  ease  in  operation,  rapidity 
of  fiber  manipulation,  and  assistance  in  the  development  of  a  mechanical 
staple  sorting  machine  than  now  is  possible  with  available  apparatus.  The 
newer  apparatus,  essentially  a  series  of  combs,  is  a  modification  of  several 
commercial  machines  of  this  type,  and  is  being  developed  in  connection  with 
the  Bureau's  efforts  to  perfect  methods  of  determining  quality  in  cotton 
fibers  and  a  basis  for  standardization. 

There  is  an  urgent  need  for  more  exact  methods  of  measuring  and  de- 
scribing quality  in  cotton.  Dr.  Webb  says,  in  view  of  the  definite  effort 
which  is  being  made  to  graduate  prices  in  close  correspondence  with  quality. 
The  factors  of  quality  are  involved  by  reason  of  intricate  biological  re- 
lationships in  the  fibers,  and  the  fact  that  variations  occur  not  only  in 
different  fibers  but  within  a  single  fiber  as  well.  Dr.  Webb  declares  that 
fibers  of  many  different  characteristics  and  properties  occur  even  upon  the 
same  cotton  seed. 

Several  methods  and  types  of  apparatus  have  been  developed  recently 
for  sorting  cotton  fibers  according  to  length,  but  none  of  these  is  entirely 
satisfactory.  In  the  hands  of  various  operators  employing  the  same  tech- 
nique, tests  to  date  of  Dr.  Webb's  modified  apparatus  have  shown  that  re- 
sults can  be  reproduced  to  a  high  degree. 

The  information  which  such  a  method  and  apparatus  is  capable  of  fur- 
nishing is  fundamental  to  cotton  marketing  problems,  being  basic  to  staple- 
length  concepts  or  specifications  and  serving  as  a  measure  of  the  efficiency 
of  various  ginning  and  manufacturing  processes,  all  of  which  should  be  of 
interest  to  cotton  growers,  breeders,  ginners.  spinners,  and  ultimate  con- 
sumers .

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CONFERENCES  ON  MA  'KB TING  PROBLEMS  BEING 

HELD  IN  DIVISION  OF  COTTON  MARKETING. 

As  a  part  of  its  regular  work,  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing 
began  a  series  of  intradi visional  conferences  on  marketing  problems  with 
a  meeting  on  January  2  of  approximately  twenty-five  of  its  members.  With 
the  growth  of  work  a~d  specialization  within  the  division,  need  has  been 
felt  by  individual  members  of  the  staff  for  a  broader  vision  of  the  field 
of  cotton  marketing  as  a  whole.  For  the  purpose  of  the  conferences,  which 
are  held  twice  a  week,  tentative  outlines  have  been  prepared  of  section- 
alized  portions  of  the  general  sabject.  It  is  the  plan  to  request  indi- 
vidual numbers  to  review  the  literature  upon  the  topics  developed  in  each 
section  and  to  prepare  s.minar  reports  on  their  reading  for  presentation 
to  the  conference.  The  preparation  of  a  bibliography  on  cotton  marketing, 
topically  arranged  with  reference  to  special  problems  in  the  field,  is  also 
contemplated.  In  the  discussions  it  is  hoped  to  develop  a  broader  under- 
standing of  the  work  of  various  projects  of  the  division  in  relation  to 
actual  cotton  marketing  problems  v*ith  which  the  Bureau  is  concerned.  Dr. 
Ward  W    Fetro.v  ae.d  L.  D.  Howell  have  been  assigned  to  conduct  the  series.

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BUREAU  BREVITIES. 

COST-OF-PRODUCTION  STATISTICS  OF  STRAWBERRIES  IN  SOUTHERN  AND  EASTERN 
STATES,  by  A.  P.  Brodell,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  has  just 
been  released  by  the  Bureau.  This  report  summarizes  information  obtained 
from  strawberry  growers  and  shippers  at  the  end  of  the  1928  strawberry 
season.  A  common  method  and  cost  of  growing  strawberries  is  shown  for  each 
of  20  districts  in  eleven  States.  Other  tables  show  the  importance  of  the 
strawberry  enterprise  in  various  districts,  daily  strawberry  prices  for 
some  districts,  the  production  per  acre  of  bearing  strawberries  and  the 
distribution  of  strawberry  varieties  in  1928,  for  different  districts.  The 
data  presented  were  obtained  by  means  of  a  field  study  carried  on  by  the 
Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  in  cooperation  with  the  various  States. 

REGIONAL  CHANGES  OF  FARM  ANIMAL  PRODUCTION  IN  RELATION  TO  LAND  UTIL- 
IZATION, by  Dr.  0.  E.  Baker,  Division  of  Land  Economics,  is  a  mimeographed 
preliminary  report  just  issued.  The  report  discusses  the  changes  in  ef- 
ficiency of  livestock  and  the  substitution  of  tractors  for  horse  power. 
Numerous  maps  and  graphs  help  to  visualize  the  changes.  Other  reports  in 
progress  will  deal  with  changes  in  acreages  and  yield  of  crops  and  with 
national  changes  in  production  and  consumption  of  agricultural  products. 

HERE  AND  THERE. 

Mr.  Olsen  ro turned  to  Washington  last  Friday,  according  to  schedule.

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NSW  RECORD  OF  SPEED  MADE 

BY  OUTLOOK  CONFEREES. 


Federal  and  State  workers  at  last  week's  Outlook  Conference  broke  the 
fine  record  for  speed  of  previous  years  in  completing  work  on  the  report  a 
day  earlier  than  usual.  The  report  was  finished  on  Thursday  night,  All  the 
mimeographing  was  done  by  the  Mimeographing  Section  of  this  Bureau,  29,700 
sheets  being  run  of  the  preliminary  report,  and  a  total  of  the  preliminary 
and  final  report  being  run  of  319,750  sheets.  The  assembling  and  mailing 
work  was  done  in  the  Division  of  Economic  Information.  Completed  copies 
of  the  report  were  in  the  mail  by  Friday  night.  The  final  copy > was  edited 
and  sent  to  farm  publications  on  Saturday,  which  was  also  a  day  earlier  than 
in  previous  years. 

The  new  series  of  chart  books  prepared  by  T.  D.  Johnson,  of  which 
seven  are  now  available,  on  wheat,  potatoes,  hogs,  beef  cattle,  sheep, 
poultry  and  dairying,  proved  quite  popular.  Of  the  series  of  Outlook  charts 
which  were  specially  lettered  under  the  direction  of  R.  G.  Hainsworth,  of  the 
Graphic  Section,  orders  were  received  for  nearly  2,000  copies. 

The  Photographic  Laboratory  put  on  high  pressure  early  in  the  week 
and  printed  nearly  1,000  copies  of  the  wall  charts,  and  will  be  busy  most 
of  this  week  completing  orders. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  daily  ccmmittee  meetings  of  the  Outlook 
conferees,  a  meeting  was  held  last  Monday  at  Child's  Restaurant,  at  which 
138  were  present.  Speeches  were  made  by  C.  W.  Warburton,  Mr.  Olsen,  Mr. 
Tolley,  and  some  cf  the  State  men.  A  night  session  was  held  last  Thursday, 
and  on  Friday  night  at  8.00  o'clock  the  State  delegates  and, representatives 
of  the  Bureau  and  Department  met  with  four  members  of  the  Farm  Board,  includ- 
ing Chairman  Legge,  and  Messrs.  Teague,  Denman  and  Wilson.  Mr.  Warburton 
presided  and  speeches  were  made  by  A.  W.  McKay  and  Dr.  Joe  Davis  of  the  Farm 
Board,  and  by  Extension  Service  representatives  from  California,  Ohio  and 
New  York. 


STATE  MEN'S  RESOLUTIONS  RECOMMFND 
CHANGES  IN  OUTLOOK  PROCEDURE . 

State  representatives  in  attendance  at  the  recent  Outlook  Conference 
drew  a  Number  of  resolutions  concerning  the  Bureau's  Outlook  reports  before 
leaving  for  their  respective  stations.  The  following  is  a  brief  resume 
of  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  resolutions: 

1.  That  the  1931  conference  be  held  in  January,  1931,  and  that 
provision  be  made  for  the  attendance  of  representatives  of  the  Extension 
Services  of  every  State  and  Hawaii. 

2.  That  five  district  conferences  be  held:  for  the  Northeast  group 
of  States;  for  the  New  England  group;  for  the  Southern  group;  for  the  Cen- 
tral group;  and  for  the  Western  group. 

3.  That  the  printed  Outlook  report  include  a  list  of  current  eco- 
nomic publications  and  releases  of  this  Bureau. 
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4.  That  the  State  figures  on  acreage,  yield,  production,  price, 
stocks  on  hands,  intentions  to  plant,  etc.,  be  attached  to  the  preliminary 
drafts  of  the  Outlook  reports  and  to  the  mimeographed  copies  of  the  final 
reports . 

5.  That  the  National  Outlook  report  be  published  in  two  forms: 
(1)  a  report  with  ample  supporting  data  intended  primariljr  for  the  use  of 
economic  specialists;  and  (2)  either  a  printed  bulletin,  or  a  series  of 
popular  commodity  reports  in  strictly  popular  form,  for  general  distribu- 
tion to  farmers. 

6.  That  a  special  report  on  the  hog  situation  and  one  on  feeds  in 
the  fall  months  be  prepared  in  September  of  each  year. 

MANY  BUREAU  WORKERS  TO  ASSIST 

WITH  STATE  OUTLOOK  MEETINGS . 

The  Bureau  is  cooperating  with  a  number  of  States  in  carrying  Out- 
look information  to  farmers  in  State  meetings  which  begun  immediately 
following  the  release  of  the  National  report  on  January  27.  Nineteen  of 
our  men  have  been  detailed  to  assist  with  this  work,  a  much  larger  number 
than  have  preformed  similar  work  in  previous  years. 

Forty-five  States  were  represented  at  the  recent  Outlook  Conference. 
All  of  these,  and  in  addition  the  three  States  which  were  not  represented  - 
Alabama,  Nevada  and  Mississippi  -  will  hold  Outlook  meetings  at  various 
points  during  the  remainder  of  this  month  and  in  February  and  March.

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.'■'ANY  INDIANA  FARMERS  HEAR 

ABOUT  BETTER  LEGUME  HAYS. 

About  150  representatives  farmers  attended  Farmers'  Week  recently  at 
Purdue  University,  according  to  H.  H.  Whiteside.  Mr.  Whiteside,  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  Chicago  office  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  addressed 
the  meeting  on  January  14  on  "Quality  Hay  Production"  and  also  gave  a 
demonstration  of  the  application  of  the  Federal  grades  to  various  lots  of 
hay.  In  giving  his  address,  Mr.  Whiteside  used  an  unusual  method  of  present- 
ing statistical  information.  He  used  a  number  of  figures  on  the  acreage 
and  production  of  hay  in  Indiana  and  nearby  States,  and  also  on  the  average 
yield  of  the  various  kinds  of  legume  hays  in  Indiana.  Not  having  time  to 
have  these  figures  charted  or  being  sure  that  he  would  have  a  blackboard 
available  on  which  they  could  be  shown,  Mr.  Whiteside  had  enough  mimeograph 
copies  made  of  the  tables  he  intended  to  use  so  that  he  was  able  to  furnish 
a  copy  to  everyone  in  the  audience.  He  states  he  believes  this  put  across 
the  idea  as  well  if  not  better  than  if  he  had  used  a  blackboard,  and  in 
such  form  that  those  present  could  retain  the  figures  if  they  desired  to  do 
so. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  ARTICLE  SHIPPED  NEEDED 

ON  EXPRESS  BILL  OF  LADING  AND  CHARGE  SLIPS . 

Employees  having  to  do  with  express  shipments  should  see  that  ex- 
press bills  of  lading  and  charge  slips  show  a  description  of  the  article 
shipped  (contents  of  packages,  weight,  starting  point,  destination  and 
value  declared,  if  any) .  Accounts  cannot  be  passed  unless  this  infor- 
mation appears  on  the  paper  filled  out  by  the  Department  officer.  Delayed 
settlement,  correspond 3nce,  and  the  inconvenience  of  looking  up  information 
when  the  transaction  is  no  longer  recent,  can  therefore  be  avoided  by  at- 
tention to  this  detail.

SECRETARY'S  OFFICE  AGAIN  POINTS  OUT  DUTY 

OF  FIELD  SERVICE  TO  AREA  COORDINATORS . 

The  B.A.E.  News  of  November  12,  1929,  carried  an  item  concerning  the 
policy  of  the  Department  in  the  matter  of  cooperating  with  the  various 
Federal  coordinating  agencies  and  with  the  Federal  Business  Associations. 
Reference  was  made  to  Secretary's  Memorandum  No.   571  in  this  connection. 

The  Secreary's  office  has  again  issued  a  memorandum  on  this  subject 
(Memorandum  No.  592,  dated  December  31,  1929),  from  which  the  following  is 
quoted: 

"The  desire  that  the  spirit  as  well  as  the  letter  of  this  memorandum 
(No.  571)  may  be  complied   with   at  all    times  is  reiterated    and  emphasized. 

"Membership  of  the  senior  representatives  of  the  respective  bur- 
eaus and  activities  of  the  Department  in  each  locality  and  their  principal 
assistants  in  their  local  Federal  business  associations,  which  involves  no 
expenditure  of  funJ.s  for  travel  in  excess  of  ordinary    street  car  fare;  ac- 
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ceptance  of  their  election  as  officers  of  or  appointment  as  members  of 
committees  of  a  Federal  business  association;  coordination  of  their  work 
with  that  of  other  departments  for  the  benefit  of  the  United  States;  and 
compliance  with  all  reasonable  requests  for  assistance  and  cooperation  re- 
ceived from  their  area  coordinators  and  their  Federal  business  associations 
are  duties  that  devolve  upon  all  concerned." 

THE  FIRST  HOUSE  ORGAN. 

The  first  house  organ  of  which  there  is  knowledge  was  The  Lowell 
Offering,  published  in  October,  1840,  in  Boston.  This  paper  came  into 
existence  for  one  purpose,  to  provide  a  medium  for  the  literary  contri- 
butions of  the  young  men  and  women  who  were  employed  in  the  cotton  mills 
of  Massachusetts.  These  young  people  came  from  homes  firmly  founded  in 
'/isdom  where  they  had  been  taught  the  dignity  of  labor.  Consequently  they 
entered  their  work  with  high  ambitions  and  the  will  to  improve  themselves  by 
study  and  social  contacts. 

One  of  these  girls,  Harriet  F.  Curtis,  organized  a  society  for  "mutual 
improvement"  and  "to  improve  the  talents  God  has  given  us,"  At  the  meetings 
of  this  society,  papers  written  by  the  various  members  were  read  and  dis- 
cussed. Interest  became  so  keen  in  the  organization  that  it  was  suggested 
that  the  papers  be  published  and  distributed  to  employees  in  the  mills, 
thereby  increasing  their  interest  in  each  other  and  their  work.  The  record 
tells  us  that  its  success  was  "instant." 

Down  through  the  years  with  the  varying  economic  changes  in  every 
way,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  fundamental  purpose  of  this  early 
house  organ  still  holds  good,  and  that  is  to  bind  more  closely  together  in 
interest,  ambitions,  and  good  will  those  individuals  wh o  make  up  tb e  busi- 
ness organization  of  today.  ~  From  The  Kalends,  House  Organ  of  the  Waverly 
Press.

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ECONOMIC  RESEARCH  PERTAINING  TO  SOUTHERN 

A CF I CULTURE  CONSIDERED  AT  JACKSCN  MEETING. 


A  two-day  conference,  to  plan  and  consider  a  coordinated  research 
program  in  agricultural  economics  for  the  South,  was  held  at  Jackson, 
Miss.,  February  3  and  4,  just  preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Southern 
Agricultural  Weorkers.  The  meeting  was  attended  by  economic  workers  of  the 
Southern  agricultural  colleges,  C.  L.  Holmes,  in  charge,  and  M.  R.  Cooper, 
of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  and  Eric  Englund,  in  charge 
of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance.  Dr.  B.  Youngblocd,  of  the  Office  of 
Experiment  Stations,  was  chairman  of  the  committee  which  arranged  the  meet- 
ing. 

Monday  was  devoted  largely  to  the  consideration  of  farm  management 
studies  in  the  cotton  belt,  with  a  view  to  coordinating  State  and  Federal 
effort  and  arranging  for  cooperative  projects.  At  the  special  invitation 
of  Dr.  Holmes,  the  following  farm  management  workers  from  the  Southern 
colleges  participated  in  this  session:  C.  E.  Allred,  Tennessee;  C.  0. 
Brannen,  Arkansas;  J.  R.  Fain,  Georgia;  G.  W.  Forster,  North  Carolina; 
L.  P.  Gabbard,  Texas,  W.  C.  Jensen,  South  Carolina;  L.  E.  Long,  Mississippi; 
J.  D.  Pope,  Alabama;  J.  T.  Sanders,  Oklahoma;  R.  J.  Saville,  Louisiana; 
J.  E.  Turlington,  Florida.  Research  in  land  utilization,  farm  finance,  and 
marketing  of  southern  agricultural  products  were  among  the  other  studies 
discussed  at  other  sessions  of  the  conference.

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GRADING  OF  SOUTH  TEXAS  FRMPI5 
HAY  BFING  INVESTIGATED . 


Refusal  of  the  Army  to  accept  a  good  part  of  this  year's  South 
Texas  prairie  hay  crop  because  it  will  not  grade  U.  S.  No.  2  Upland,  has 
resulted  in  the  receipt  recently  of  many  complaints  by  the  Hay,  Feed  and 
Seed  Division.  This  hay  is  prcduced  in  the  vicinity  of  Galveston  and  Hous- 
ton. The  principal  markets  for  it  are  Army  posts  in  Texas.  The  quality 
of  the  crop  frequently  is  very  poor  due  to  late  harvesting,  poor  methods 
of  storing  and  curing,  and  to  some  extent,  to  climatic  conditions  along 
the  Gulf  Coast.  The  result  has  been  that  the  question  of  whether  this  hay 
should  be  purchased  or  not  is  one  that  has  bothered  the  Army  for  many  years. 
When  Federal  standards  for  prairie  hay  were  established  in  1925,  the  Army 
adopted  them  at  once  and  thereafter  confined  their  purchases  of  prairie 
hay  to  the  U.  S.  No.  2  Upland  grade.  This  arrangement  they  believed  would 
permit  them  to  accept  such  of  this  South  Texas  hay  as  was  suitable  and  had 
been  properly  handled  and  at  the  same  time  reject  that  which  was  of  inferior 
quality. 

Early  shipments  of  this  hay  this  year  from  South  Texas  graded  satis- 
factorily and  were  acceptable  to  the  Army,  but  the  greater  portion  of  recent 
shipments  have  graded  U.    S.   No.    3  and  have  been  rejected. 

W.   A  wheeler,    in  charge  of  the  Hay,    Feed  and  Seed  Division,  left 
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Washington  for  Houston  and  San  Antonio  January  30  to  make  a  survey  of  the 
situation.  He  will  be  met  at  Houston  by  C.  M.  Funk,  Supervising  Hay  In- 
spector from  San  Antonio,  and  representatives  of  the  Texas  A.  &  M.  College 
and  the  Army  Veterinary  Corps  who  will  cooperate  with  him  in  the  investi- 
gation. The  party  expects  to  visit  a  number  of  farms  in  the  section  where 
the  hay  is  produced  as  well  as  to  interview  dealers  in  the  producing  area 
and  at  Houston  and  San  Antonio. 

While  making  the  trip  Mr.  Wheeler  will  also  visit  the  offices  of 
the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  at  Chicago,  Kansas  City,  San  Antonio  and 
Atlanta. 

I-ORDECAI  EZEKIEL  GOES 

I  :TH  FEDERAL  FARM  BOARD . 

Dr.  Mordecia  Ezekiel,  senior  agricultural  economist  in  the  Division 
cf  Farm  Management  and  Costs,    transferred  to  the  Federal  Farm  Board  on 
February  1  as  assistant   chief  economist.    He  assumed  his  duties  immedi- 
ately as  assistant  to  Dr.  Joseph  S.   Davis,   chief  economist  of  the  Board. 

Dr.  Ezekiel  had  been  with  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  since  1922. 
In  addition  to  his  work  in  the  division  he  was  very  active  in  cooperative 
work  with  the  State  colleges  of  agriculture,  in  getting  the  facts  as  to  the 
agricultural  outlook  before  farmers  and  helping  them  to  base  their  produc- 
tion plans  on  the  probable  outlook.  He  worked  with  Mr.  Tolley  in  the  de- 
velopment and  improvement  of  methods  of  statistical  analysis,  and  in  their 
application  to  problems  of  farm  management,  price  analysis,  and  other  re- 
search projects.  For  several  years  he  has  helped  Mr.  Tolley  conduct  the 
course  in  advanced  statistics  and  has  given  a  graduate  course  in  price  ana- 
lysis in  the  Department  Graduate  School. 

Dr.  Ezekiel 's  duties  with  the  Board  will  include  maintaining  contacts 
between  the  Bureau  and  the  Board,  and  helping  the  Board  members  to  make 
the  fullest  use  of  all  the  economic  information  which  the  Bureau  is  collect- 
ing and  issuing.  He  will  also  maintain  contacts  with  the  research  projects 
v/hich  the  Bureau  is  conducting  on  lines  of  interest  to  the  Board,  and  will 
assist  in  outlining  new  research  in  the  Bureau  on  problems  in  which  the 
Board's  intersts  are  concerned. 

A  native  of  Virginia,  Dr.  Ezekiel  was  graduated  in  agriculture  from 
Maryland  Agricultural  College  in  1918.  He  was  in  the  Army  during  1918. 
From  1919  to  1922  he  was  with  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  and  worked  on  the 
census  of  agriculture.  He  took  an  M.  S.  degree  at  the  University  of  Minneso- 
ta in  1923  and  a  Ph.  D.  degree  at  the  Robert  Brookings  Graduate  School  in 
1926. 

As  he  will  continue  to  cooperate  with  the  Bureau  on  all  price  situa- 
tion and  outlook  projects,  we  will  expect  Dr.  Ezekiel  to  be  as  frequent  a 
visitor  at  the  Bieber  Building  as  he  has  been  in  the  past.

U.   S.  GRADES  FOR  SLAUGHTER  STEERS. 

Colored  posters,  showing  seven  steers  illustrating  the  U.  S.  grade 
standards  for  slaughter  steers,  are  being  sent  to  State  agricultural  lead- 
ers by  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool.  The  pictures  are  actual 
photographs  taken  at  several  markets  and  typify  the  grades  Prime,  Choice, 
Gocd,  Medium,  Common,  Gutter  and  Low  Cutter.  The  color  work  was  done  by 
Mrs.  Justine  A.  Warner,  of  the  Photograph  Laboratory. 

Copies  of  the  poster  have  been  sent  to  Extension  directors,  cattle 
husbandmen  in  agricultural  colleges  and  State  experiment  stations,  live- 
stock papers  and  trade  journals,  and  to  the  branch  offices  of  the  division. 

The  division  is  gratified  with  comments  received  from  representatives 
in  the  States,  indicating  that  local  market  interests  and  others  who  have 
visited  the  field  offices  have  taken  note  of  these  photographs  and  have 
been  able  to  identify  the  grades  that  represent  the  bulk  of  the  slaughter 
steers  reaching  their  market.  This  is  just  what  the  division  had  in  mind 
when  the  poster  was  made.  It  is  hoped  that  by  circulating  the  posters 
through  the  State  leaders  cattle  producers  generally  will  become  acquainted 
with  the  U.  S.  grade  standards. 

This  is  the  first  of  a  series  of  posters  illustrating  all  the  im- 
portant classes  and  grades  of  livestock  and  meat  which  the  division  plans 
to  release  for  the  education  of  the  'interests  concerned.

CANNERS  ENDORSE  U.  S.  BEAM 

STANDARDS  AND  INSPECTION. 

At  a  conference  of  canners  of  baked  beans  and  pork  and  beans,  held 
in  Chicago,  January  19,  a  resolution  was  passed  unanimously  endorsing 
the  U.  S.  standards  for  beans  and  urging  their  adoption  by  various  bean 
shippers'  associations,  together  with  the  application  of  such  standards 
under  Federal  supervision.  A  similar  resolution  also  was  adopted  unani- 
mously by  the  Baked  Bean  section  of  the  National  Canners  Association  at 
their  meeting  January  22.  Canners  normally  use  70  per  cent  of  the  Pea  beans 
and  a  large  percentage  of  the  Red  Kidney  beans  produced  in  the  United 
States.  J.  E.  Barr,  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  attended  this 
conference  and  the  meeting  which  followed,  and  at  the  conference  outlined 
the  development  of  the  Federal  inspection  service  on  beans,  and  how  this 
service  may  be  extended  to  other  producing  sections  and  markets. 

BUREAU'S  INSURANCE 

BULLETINS  COMMENDED. 

The  Progressive  Farmer  for  January  25,  on  its  Editorial  Opinion  page, 
uses  parts  of  the  statistical  data  and  also  of  the  charts  from  the  Depart- 
ment's Circular  No.  54  to  arouse  interest  in  insurance  protection  and  in 
improved  facilities  for  such  protection  in  the  South.  This  editorial  says 
in  part:  "Those  readers  who  would  like  to  form  a  farmers'  mutual  fire  in- 
surance association  but  are  in  need  of  fuller  information,  have  three 
valuable  publications  available  for  the  asking.  They  are  issued  by  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C,  and  are  as  follows: 
Department  Bulletin  No.  530-  The  Organization  and  Management  of  a  Farmers' 
Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company;  Circular  No.  54-  Developments  and  Problems 
in  Farmers'  Mutual  Fire  Insurance;  Department  Circular  No.  77  -  Suggestions 
for  a  State  Law  for  the  Organization  of  Farmers'  Mutual  Fire  Insurance 
Company."  After  the  number  and  name  of  each  of  these  bulletins,  all  written 
by  V.  N.  Valgren,  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance,  is  given  a 
brief  summary  of  the  contents  which  is  here  omitted. 

Letters  of  commendation  on  the  most  recent  of  these  publications 
have  been  numerous.  Such  a  letter,  also  under  date  of  January  25,  from 
the  secretary  of  a  farmers'  mutual  insurance  company  in  Michigan,  which

ASSISTANT  CHIEF  OF  BUREAU. 

The  resignation  of  Howard  R.  Tolley  as  Assistant  Chief  of  this  Bu- 
reau, effective  April  1,  to  become  Assistant  Director  and  Professor  of 
Agricultural  Economics  of  the  Giannini  Foundation  of  the  University  of 
California,  has  been  announced,  by  this  Department. 

Mr.  Tolley  was  made  assistant  chief  of  the  Bureau  on  October  1, 
1928,  following  thirteen  years'  service  in  the  Department  through  suc- 
cessive promotions  in  the  field  of  economic  research.  He  is  regarded  as  a 
foremost  authority  on  farm  organisation  and  farm  management  problems,  and  has 
been  in  immediate  charge  of  the  bureau's  economic  research  in  agricultural 
production  and  demand. 

"Mr.  Tolley  has  contributed  in  a  very  substantial  way  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Bureau's  Outlook  service  and  economic  research  in  farm  manage- 
ment, and  in  the  improvement  of  our  statistical  methods,"  Mr.  Olsen  said  in 
announcing  Mr.  Tolley 's  resignation.  "The  Bureau's  loss  will  be  California's 
gain. " 

Mr.  Tolley  in  his  new  connection  with  the  Giannini  Foundation  will 
continue  to  have  close  relation  to  the  work  of  this  Bureau,  since  the  Founda- 
tion was  created  to  advance  research  and  graduate  study  in  agricultural 
economics,  with  particular  reference  to  the  State  of  California  and  its 
problems.  His  services  will  also  include  graduate  teaching  in  agricultural 
economics  inasmuch  as  the  Foundation  is  a  part  of  the  College  of  Agriculture 
of  the  University. 

Mr.  Tolley  was  born  in  Howard  County,  Indiana,  in  1S89.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Indiana  where  he  received  the  degree  of  A.  B. 
in  1910. 


BUREAU  CHIEFS  ATTEND  EXPORT  GRAIN 

INSPECTION  CONFERENCE  IN  CANADA. 

Mr.  Olsen,  Mr.  Kitchen  and  H.  J.  Besley,  of  this  Bureau,  and  J.  D. 
Hickerson,  of  the  Department  of  State,  met  with  representatives  of  the 
Canadian  Government  at  Ottawa  last  week  and  discussed  methods  employed  in 
the  inspection  of  United  States  grain  passing  through  Canadian  ports  and 
Canadian  grain  passing  through  United  States  ports  for  export.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  this  preliminary  exchange  of  views  will  be  followed  by  further 
discussion  of  the  subject  at  a  future  date,  and  that  arrangements  satis- 
factory to  both  Governments  will  be  completed. 

Hon.  James  Malcolm,  Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce,  welcomed  dele- 
gates to  the  conference.  Canada  was  represented  by  F.  C,  T.  O'Hara,  Deputy 
Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce;  J.  S.  MacDonald,  Department  of  External 
Affairs,  and  by  the  Board  of  Grain  Commissioners  headed  by  Chairman  E.  B. 
Ramsay;  A,  Bowen,  grain  inspector  for  the  port  of  Montreal;  T.  W.  Harvey, 
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general  manager  of  the  Montreal  Harbor  Commission  and  F.  W.  Peterson,  general 
superintendent  of  the  Montreal  Harbor  Commission. 

ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  ON  CORN  BORER 

RESEARCH  HELD  IN  BUREAU  TODAY. 

The  annual  conference  of  the  research  program  for  the  control  or 
eradication  of  the  European  corn  borer  is  being  held  in  the  Conference 
Room  of  the  Bieber  Building  today,  February  11.  Dr.  C.  L.  Holmes,  M.  R. 
Cooper,  W.  J.  Roth,  C.  W.  Crickman,  and  P.  J.  Minneman,  of  the  Division  of 
Farm  Management  and  Costs,  are  among  the  State  and  Federal  representatives 
at  the  conference.  The  complete  research  program  for  the  year,  and  reports 
of  several  committees  on  important  phases  of  the  work,  will  be  presented 
and  considered  by  the  conferees. 

QUARTERLY  TOBACCO  REPORT  SHOWS 

STOCKS  BY  GROUPS  MP  GRADES . 

The  first  quarterly  tobacco  stocks  report  in  the  form  authorized 
by  the  Tobacco  Stocks  and  Standards  Act  was  released  yesterday,  February 
10.  This  report  is  the  first  ever  issued  which  analyzes  the  composition 
of  stocks  of  leaf  tobacco  according  to  groups  of  grades.  The  additional 
information  thus  afforded  will  greatly  enhance  the  value  of  the  reports, 
and  their  value  will  still  further  increase  as  time  goes  on  and  compari- 
sons become  possible.  The  Tobacco  Section  takes  particular  pride  in  the 
spirit  of  cooperation  shown  by  the  trade.  Notwithstanding  the  enormously 
increased  detail  work  imposed  upon  dealers  and  manufacturers  in  making 
out  their  returns,  it  was  possible  to  compile  and  publish  the  report  in 
less  time  than  has  been  required  for  any  tobacco  stocks  report  heretofore 
issued  by  the  Departments 

1929  WAS  BIG  YEAR  FOR  DAIRY  AND  POULTRY 
~  GRADING  AND  INSPECTION.  SERVICE,., 

At  17  terminal  markets  and  shipping  points  and  at  19  poultry  canning 
plants,  exclusive  of  those  shipping  points  at  which  turkeys  were  graded, 
gradings  and  inspections  of  dairy  and  poultry  products  were  made  by  the 
Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  during  1929.  The  volume  of  the  work 
exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year  and  is  summarized  in  the  table  below. 
Although  the  allotment  from  Federal  funds  for  this  work  amounted  to  approxi- 
mately $35,000  and  $11,687.69  was  transferred  to  this  allotment  to  cover 
the  cost  of  services  rendered  branches  of  the  Federal  Government,  the  fees 
collected  for  services  rendered  during  the  year  amounted  to  $165,461.49. 
This  large  volume  of  business  was  made  possible  by  cooperation  with  several 
trade  organizations  and  State  agencies.  Nearly  100  million  pounds  of  butter 
were  graded  for  the  Land  0' Lakes  Creameries,  Inc.  A  total  of  11,844  carloads 
of  live  poultry  was  inspected  in  New  York  City.  More  than  20,700,000  pounds 
of  dressed  poultry  were  inspected  for  condition  and  wholesomeness  and  more 
than  7,000,000  pounds  of  dressed  turkeys  were  graded.  The  total  turned 
into  the  Federal  Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts  during  the  year  was 
$16,909.81.

BUREAU  DOES  ITS_BIT  IN 

NATIONAL  ILLITERACY  CRUSADE. 

Last  week  Dr.  W.  J.  Spillman,  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and 
Costs,  made  suggestions  for  the  revision  of  the  primer  which  the  National 
Illiteracy  Crusade  is  using  for  adult  education  work  in  the  "Moonlight 
Schools"  in  the  United  States.  Miss  Hazel  B.  Nielson,  research  worker 
with  the  Crusade,  called  on  Dr.  Spillman  to  get  the  latest  information  about 
the  farm,  for  use  in  making  this  book  adaptive  to  the  country  as  a  whole. 
As  it  is  now  written  the  facts  apply  more  specifically  to  the  Southern 
farming  area  where  the  movement  began.  Miss  Nielson  spent  more  than  a 
half  day  in  the  Bureau  discussing  with  Dr.  Spillman  necessary  changes  in 
the  primer. 

In  1911  Mrs.  Cora  Wilson  Stewart,  then  Superintendent  of  Education  in 
Rowan  County,  Kentucky,  began  to  interest  herself  in  reducing  the  illiteracy 
of  the  Kentucky  mountaineers,  enlisting  the  aid  of  the  teachers  in  her 
district.  In  a  short  time  the  effort  spread  from  the  county  to  the  whole 
State,  then  to  the  whole  South,  until  now  the  movement  has  become  a  national 
one.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year  1,200  men  and  women  had  been  taught  to 
read  and  write.  Within  the  past  year  10,000  men  and  women  in  Louisiana 
alone  have  been  lifted  out  of  the  illiterate  class.  The  name  "Moonlight 
Schools"  grew  out  of  the  fact  that  Rowan  County  was  a  feud  community,  and 
as  the  people  did  not  go  out  at  night  unless  the  moon  was  shining,  the  classes 
were  held  only  on  moonlight  nights.

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GRAIN  GRADING  SCHOOL 

HELD  FOR  COUNTY  AGENTS. 

A  three-day  intensive  grain  grading  school  was  held  for  county  agents 
at  Bozeman,  Montana,  on  January  25,  26  and  28,  by  Bert  W.  Whitlock,  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  Headquarters  Office  of  the  Grain  Division  at  Portland,  Oregon, 
and  members  of  his  staff.  Mr.  tf/hitlock  gives  the  following  account  of  this 
school  in  a  recent  report  received: 

"We  had  been  led  to  expect  an  enrollment  of  eight  to  twenty- 
five  persons,  but  the  first  day  attendance  found  thirty-one  regis- 
tered and  the  second  day  the  attendance  had  increased  to  thirty- 
eight.  Grades  and  discounts  on  fifteen  hundred  cars  of  Montana 
wheat  were  studied.  Sight  grading  and  mechanical  tests  were  per- 
formed on  seventy-five  samples  of  Montana  wheat  and  each  student 
in  the  school  was  required  to  run  a  complete  protein  test.  In- 
terpretative grading  factors,  car-lot  loading  and  sampling  methods 
were  among  other  subjects  discussed.  The  object  of  this  school  was 
not  to  make  inspectors  out  of  county  agents,  but  to  teach  them 
something  of  terminal  market  values  as  determined  by  grades  dis- 
counts and  premiums  in  force,  knowledge  of  these  elements  being 
necessary  in  mapping  out  programs  having  to  do  with  production  and 
preparation  of  wheat  for  consuming  market." 

ONE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA'S  LARGE  TOBACCO 
MARKETS  ENDORSES  CRAPING  SERVICE. 

Government  grading  service  for  tobacco  was  endorsed  in  a  resolu- 
tion recently  adopted  by  the  Tobacco  Board  of  Trade,  Rocky,  Mount,  N.  C. 
The  meeting  at  which  the  matter  was  discussed  was  held  February  1  and  was 
attended  by  R.  B.  Etheridge,  Chief  of  the  North  Carolina  Division  of  Mar- 
kets, and  Chas.  E.  Gage,  in  charge  of  the  Tobacco  Section.  Rocky  Mount 
is  one  of  the  larger  markets  in  North  Carolina,  handling  35  to  40  million 
pounds  of  tobacco  annually. 

FIELD  OFFICES  MEET  DEMANDS 

FOR  VARIED  INFORMATION^ 

By  gathering  information  regarding  wool,  from  Crops  and  Markets, 
the  Department  Yearbook,  the  file  of  the  reports  in  his  office  of  the  De- 
partment of  Commerce,  and  through  a  phone  call  to  the  local  Customhouse, 
Russell  L.  Burrus,  in  charge  of  the  Boston  office  of  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock, Meats  and  Wool,  was  able  recently,  in  less  than  half  an  hour,  to 
satisfy  an  inquirer  who  had  not  been  able  to  get  these  facts  from  several 
other  sources. 

This  is  just  one  instance  of  the  fine  way  in  which  our  field  men  are 
serving  the  public  with  information  of  various  kinds  and  bringing  credit  to 
the  Bureau.  One  of  the  principals  in  the  concern  where  the  information  was 
sent  has  expressed  his  satisfaction  at  being  able  to  get  so  quickly  what  he 
wanted  for  one  of  his  customers. 

Mr.  Burrus  also  has  furnished  recently  a  prominent  New  England  worsted 
and  mohair  yarn  spinner  with  a  complete  file  of  the  wool  reports  of  the  Bos- 
ton office,  dating  back  to  and  including  1925.  In  this  instance  the  cor- 
respondent has  acknowledged  the  service  with  the  comment:  "They  are  exactly 
what  we  wanted  and  they  are  invaluable  for  comparative  purposes.  If  we  can 
be  of  assistance  to  you  in  your  work  at  any  time,  please  do  not  hesitate  to 
let  us  know." 
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BUREAU  REPRESENTED  AT  ANNUAL  MEETING 
OF  OHIO'S  LARGEST  FARM  MUTUAL. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  officers  of  the  Buckeye  State  Mutual  In- 
surance Association,  V.  N.  Valgren  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance, 
participated  in  the  annual  meeting  of  this  organization  at  Covington,  Ohio, 
February  5  and  6.  This  association,  or  company,  operates  on  a  State-wide 
basis  and  is  the  largest  farmers'  mutual  in  Ohio.  It  has  nearly  35,000 
members  and  its  insurance-in- force  totals  $104,000,000.  In  attendance  and 
in  interest  manifested,  this  meeting,  according  to  Mr.  Valgren,  resembled  a 
Convention  of  representatives  from  all  the  farm  mutuals  of  a  State,  rather 
than  the  annual  meeting  of  an  individual  company.  The  election  of  directors, 
at  the  closing  session,  was  participated  in  by  317  members.  The  Covington 
Tribune  Gazette  for  February  6,  gives  liberal  front-page  space  to  the  event 
and  says  in  part:  "The  outstanding  feature  of  the  meeting  in  an  informative 
way  was  the  presence  of  Dr.  V.  N.  Valgren  -  -  -  in  the  Federal  Department 
of  Agriculture.  His  address  was  so  good,  so  very  practical  that  we  would 
be  pleased  to  give  it  at  length  if  time  permitted."  A  summary  of  the  address 
then  follows.  Mr.  Valgren,  as  the  Bureau's  specialist  in  agricultural  in- 
surance, has  rarely  attended  annual  meetings  of  individual  companies,  but  the 
importance  of  this  organization  seemed  to  justify  an  exception.

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IN  CONGRESS: 

The  Agricultural  Appropriation  bill  was  reported  by  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee on  February  4,  with  increases  for  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
over  the  House  bill  of  $50,000  for  grading  and  inspection  of  tobacco,  $5,000 
for  extending  the  market  news  service  to  the  State  Agricultural  college  of 
Oregon,  and  $5,000  for  market  news  service  at  Nashville,  Tenn.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  the  bill  will  be  considered  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  very 
shortly. 

H.R.  6,  by  Mr.  Haugen,  to  amend  the  definition  of  oleomargarine  contained 
in  the  act  entitled  "An  act  defining  butter;  also  imposing  a  tax 
upon  and  regulating  the  manufacture,  sale,  importation  and  exporta- 
tion of  oleomargarine"  has  passed  the  House. 

S.J. Res. 134,  by  Mr.  Hebert,  authorizing  an  appropriation  for  expenses  of 
official  delegates  of  the  United  States  to  the  Fourth  World's 
Poultry  Congress  to  be  held  in  England  in  1930,  has  been  reported 
out  of  Committee, 

Bills  Introduced: 

H.R.  9589,  by  Mr .  Larsen,  to  amend  the  Agricultural  marketing  act  so  as  to 
provide  for  the  making  of  loans  for  reforestation,  naval  stores, 
and  peaches.

CONTRACTS  IN  A  RURAL  COMMUNITY,  by  Henry  J.  Burt,  Research  Bulletin 
125  of  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  of  the  University  of  Missouri, 
is  a  study  of  contacts  in  a  mid-western  trade-area  agricultural  community. 
It  is  based  on  a  daily  record  of  all  contact  events  which  took  place  during 
a  period  of  three  months.  The  number  of  contacts  which  occurred  outside  the 
community  during  the  same  period  was  secured  by  a  questionnaire.

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NEW  CHEESE  BR/  NDING  MACHINE  FIL  LJEJE 

USFD  IN  GR/  DING  V  ISfCN,.IN  CHEESE . 

The  cheese  grading  work  of  the  Bureau  in  Wisconsin  Las  been  held  up 
for  want  of  a  suitable  device  for  branding  cheese  with  its  proper  grade. 
This  need  has  now  been  met  by  the  invention  cf  a  special  'branding  machine 
perfected  by  John  F.  Earghausen,  Technologist  of  the  Bureau.  The  Division 
of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  experts  shortly,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Wisconsin  State  Department  of  Markets,   to  grade-  and  stamp  with  ths  grade 

\  mark  many  carloads  of  U.   S.   Fancy  Aged  American  Cheese.     Credit  for  the 

devising  cf  the  branding  machine  is  due  to  the  efforts  cf  Mr.  Earghausen, 
who  has  worked  closely  with  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Pcultry  Prcducts. 

The  machine  itself  consists  of  an  electrically  heated  metal  stamp  with 
metal  type  face,  constructed  in  sections,  each  of  which  automatically  adjusts

I  •  ^     with  the  stamp  face.    Other  mechanical  features  add  to  the  perfection  and 
efficiency  of  the  device,  but  the  two  mentioned  are  of  particular  importance. 
<  Through  assistance  received  by  Mr.   Earghausen  frcm  Dr.   M.  Dorset, 

■■a  Chief  of  the  Biochemic  Division  of  the  Eureau  of  Animal  Industry,  in  perfect- 
ing  a  non-drying  ink  which  blends  with  the  melted  paraffin,  another  difficult 
problem  was  overcome. 

The  latter  part  of  this  month  the  machine  will  be  sent  to  Wisconsin 
where  a  demonstration  will  be  made  by  Mr.  Earghausen,  and  Roy  C.  Potts,  in 
charge,  and  C.  H.  Eckles,  of  the  Division  cf  Dairy  and  Pcultry  Prcducts,  who 
will  make  arrangements  with  the  Wisconsin  Departm.nt  of  Markets  and  various 
cheese  firms  in  Wisconsin  for  establishing  a  cheese  grading  service .  Each 
cheese  will  be  individually  stamped  with  the  grade  mark,  so  that  it  will  be 
possible  to  carry  the  Government  grade  on  the  cheese  through  to  the  con- 
sumer. This  grading  and  branding  service  is  expected  ultimately  to  have  a 
far  reaching  influence  upon  the  marketing  of  cheese  in  the  United  States, 
because  it  will  be  possible  for  consumers  who  desire  cheese  cf  the  quality 
and  characteristics  cf  U.  S.  Taney  Aged  American  Cheese  to  obtain  it  by 
asking  for  the  U.  S.  graded  and  branded  cheese. 

An  application  for  a  public  patent  on  the  cheese  branding  machine  has 
been  requested. 

MR.  ESTABROCK  TIKES  GVER

Mr.    Estabrook  has   been   appointed  Assistant    to    the   Director  of 
Scientific   Work   in   the   Department.

The  conference  will  be  composed  of  delegates 
from  the  21  countries,  members  of  the  Pan  American  Union,  and  invited  repre- 
sentatives of  certain  semipublic  and  private  research  institutions.  Round 
table  discussions  will  be  held  on  every  phase  of  tropical  agriculture, 
arrangements  will  be  made  for  a  series  of  exhibits,  and  the  delegates  will 
be  shown  the  workings  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  nearby  experiment 
stations . 

VISE  AND  STENOGRAPHIC 

SECTICNS  APE  COMBINFD . 

The  Vise  Section  is  being  transferred  from  the  Division  of  Econom- 
ic Information  to  the  Administrative  Office  and  combined  with  the  Stenograph- 
ic Section  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  E.  J.  Dickson.  The  combimed 
unit  will  be  known  as  the  Stenographic-Vise  Section  and  will  report  directly 
to  the  Business  Manager. 

Miss  Mary  Hall,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the  reviewing  work  since 
Miss  Marion  Vance  transferred  to  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  and  Mrs  Estelle 
Lawrence,  who  became  a  reviewer  following  Miss  Winifred  Horn's  transfer  to 
the  Board,  will  now  carry  on  this  work  in  the  combined  sections.  Miss 
Laeta  Rixey,  who  has  for  a  number  of  years  prepared  all  cooperative  agree- 
ments entered  into  by  the  Bureau  with  State  organizations  and  others,  has 
been  assigned  to  the  reviewing  work. 

The  Business  Manager  states  that  it  is  expected  this  consolidation 
will  affect  economies  and  considerably  expedite  the  handling  of  mail,  as  one 
important  change  in  procedure,  immediately  effective,  is  the  viseing  of  all 
mail  prepared  in  the  Stenographic  Section  before  it  leaves  that  Section, 
which  will  eliminate  the  necessity  of  rerouting  the  correspondence  again 
through  the  Viseing  Section  before  mailing. 

Detailed  instructions  under  the  new  arrangement  will  be  issued  in 
a  memorandum  from  the  Business  Manager's  office. 

GROWING  NUMBER  OF  STATE  UNIVERSITIES 

GIVING  LAND  VALUATION  SHORT  COURSES . 

The  work  which  the  Division  of  Land  Economics  is  doing  in  the  field  of 
farm  land  valuation  has  been  influential  in  the  development  of  interest  on 
this  subject  on  the  part  of  a  number  of  the  State  Universities,  some  of  which 
are  now  holding  short  courses  in  farm  land  valuation.  E.  H.  Wiecking,  of  the 
division,  has  been  requested  to  appear  on  the  program  of  the  Short  Course  in 
Land  Management  to  be  given  by  the  College  of  Agriculture,  University  of  Min- 
esota,  St.  Paul,  on  March  6  and  7.  His  subjects  qill  be  "The  Present  Farm 
Real  Estate  Situation,"  and  "Factors  Affecting  Land  Values." 

The  foregoing  course  is  the  second  one  to  be  held  by  the  University 
of  Minnesota,  the  division  being  represented  by  Mr.  Wiecking  at  the  previous 
one  in  1928.  He  has  also  taken  part  in  the  Short  Course  programs  at  the 
University  of  Missouri,  Purdue  University,  "University  of  Oklahoma,  and  the 
University  of  Illinois.

John  C.  Gilbert,  Associate  Marketing  Specialist  in  the  Division  of 
Economic  Information,  died  at  Emergency  Hospital  February  13  following  an 
operation.  He  had  been  ill  since  early  in  January.  Funeral  Services 
were  held  February  15  at  All-Souls  Church.  J.  C.  Marquis  and  George  T. 
Willingmyre  were  the  pallbearers  representing  the  Bureau,  the  others  repre- 
senting the  Grange  and  the  Church. 

Mr.  Gilbert  was  a  graduate  of  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  College  and  had 
graduate  work  in  Iowa  State  College.  His  first  service  in  the  Department 
was  in  the  Bureau  of  Soils,  in  1907  and  1908,  as  Scientific  Assistant.  He 
resigned  to  teach  Natural  Science  in  Nanking  University,  Nanking,  China,  and 
in  the  China  National  Institute  of  Shanghai,  He  was  out  of  the  Government 
service  until  1915,  when  he  reentered  the  Department  in  the  Office  of 
Markets  and  Rural  Organization  and  assisted  in  the  inauguration  and  develop- 
ment of  the  market  nev/s  service.  From  1916  to  1918  he  was  in  charge  of  the 
fruit  and  vegetable  market  nev/s  office  at  Boston.  Following  this  he  was  em- 
ployed by  the  International  Committee  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  to  go  to  Russia 
with  an  expedition  having  as  its  purpose  the  agricultural  and  industrial 
restoration  of  Siberia  following  the  disorders  of  the  first  Russian  revo- 
lution. After  Mr.  Gilbert's  return  to  the  United  States  he  became  Acting 
Director  of  the  Pennsylvania  Bureau  of  Markets.  In  1921  he  was  reinstated 
in  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates,  in  the  Division  of  Cooperative 
Relations,  and  became  identified  again  with  the  market  news  by  working  out 
cooperative  relations  with  the  States.  He  came  back  at  the  time  the  first 
experiments  with  market  news  by  radio  were  being  made  and  assisted  W.  A. 
Wheeler,  then  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Information,  in  the  further  de- 
velopment of  market  nev/s  by  radio.  Upon  the  death  of  Ben  L.  Perkins  in  1926, 
Mr.  Gilbert  also  took  over  the  exhibits  work  of  the  Bureau. 

In  his  long  service  in  the  Bureau  Mr.  Gilbert  made  many  contacts  and 
likewise  many  warm  friends.  His  sudden  death  came  as  a  severe  shock  to 
his  associates  who  feel  the  loss  of  a  very  able  and  genial  co-worker.

Before  return- 
ing to  his  official  station  Mr.  Smith  will  visit  Baltimore,  Md.,  Philadel- 
phia, Pa.,  Newark,  N.  J.,  Savannah,  Ga.  ,  Charlestown,  S.C.,  and  Jacksonville, 
Fla. ,  to  make  contacts  with  the  members  of  the  rice  trade  on  rice  grade 
standardization  matters  and  in  connection  with  the  grain  market  news  work 
under  G.  C.  Collier,  of  the  Hay  Feed  and  Seed  Division. 

R.  F.  Gay,  Grain  Sampler  at  Minneapolis,  recently  gave  a  sampling 
demonstration  for  Prof.  H,  K.  Wilson  of  the  University  Farm.  St.  Paul,  and 
six  of  his  students  interested  in  grain  grades. 
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H.  S.  Yohe,  in  charge  of  the  Warehouse  Division,  spent  Monday  in 
Richmond,  Va.  ,  where  he  discussed  tobacco  warehousing  with  the  receiver 
of  the  Tobacco  Growers  Association  and  with  bankers.  Mr.  Yohe  also  met 
James  P.  Brown,  who  represents  the  Warehouse  Division.  In  Virginia  and  the 
Carolinas,  and  discussed  the  work  in  that  territory  and  made  plans  for  future 
work. 

W.  A.  Sherman,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables, 
will  discuss  the  marketing  of  potatoes  and  the  work  of  the  Interstate  Early 
Potato  Committee  at  meetings  of  potato  interests  on  Long  Island,  N.Y., 
February  27  and  28. 

The  Association  of  Professional  Employees  of  the  Department  met 
Monday  at  the  call  of  Dr.  A.  F.  Woods,  Director  of  Scientific  Work.  The 
group  endorsed  the  Lehlbach  Retirement  Act.  Representatives  of  the  As- 
sociation will  appear  before  the  Civil  Service  Committee  of  the  House  and 
present  the  views  of  the  Association.  The  Bureau  was  represented  at  the 
meeting  by  Miss  Emily  E.  Clark  and  Joseph  A.  Becker. 

At  the  request  of  the  Maryland  State  Department  of  Health,  George 
H.  Powers,  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  spent  a  day  in  Balti- 
more last  week  surveying  the  quality  of  eggs  retailed  on  the  local  market. 
He  left  Washington  Sunday  for  Chicago  where  he  will  assist  temporarily  in 
the  grading  of  eggs  on  the  local  market  and  train  representatives  in  the 
Chicago  office  in  the  candling  and  grading  of  eggs  according  to  the.U.  .S. 
standards  and  grades.    He  will  probably  return  March  8. 

C.  D.  Bohanan,  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  called  in  the  Minne- 
apolis Grain  office  recently,  for  the  purpose  of  making  contacts  with  the 
grain  trade  in  connection  with  getting  census  information  on  the  volume  of 
grain  handled,  particularly  by  the  individual  country  elevators  in  the  spring 
wheat  section,  including  Montana. 

The  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  has  called  in  to  Washington  the  fol- 
lowing field  men  to  assist  with  primary  market  studies  of  the  prices  paid 
for  cotton  during  the  season  of  1S29,  and  in  making  a  detailed  analysis  and

Falls,  Tex. 

In  addition  to  M.  A.  Russell,  of  the  Chicago  Fruit  and  Vegetable  of- 
fice, who  was  recently  made  President  of  the  local  U.  S.  D.  A.  Club  for  1930, 
other  members  of  the  Bureau  were  elected  officers  as  follows:  W.  P.  Carroll, 
Grain  Division,  Vice-President;  F.  C.  Heiss,  Grain  Division,  Secretary- 
Treasurer.

A  conference  was  held  on  Monday,  February  24,  at  the  Raleigh  Hotel, 
Washington,  D:  C,  to  consider  a  proposed  regional  economic  survey  of  the 
southern  Appalachians.  As  this  region  includes  part  of  seven  States  - 
Kentucky,  West  Virginia,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Georgia  and 
Alabama  -  directors  of  agricultural  experiments  stations,  or  their  repre- 
sentatives, as  well  as  other  officials,  were  present  from  these  States. 
The  Bureau  was  represented  by  Mr.  Tolley,  Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  Dr.  C.  J.  Galpin, 
Dr.  C.  L.  Holmes,  and  C.  F.  Clayton;  and  officials  from  the  Office  cf  Experi- 
ment Stations,  the  Forest  Service,  the  Bureau  of  Home  Economics,  and  the 
Eureau  of  Education  were  present. 

The  conference  was  an  outgrowth  of  previous  meetings  recently  held 
at  the  Russell  Sage  Foundation  in  New  York  City,  and  at  Knoxville,  Tennessee. 
Dean  Thomas  Cooper,  of  the  Kentucky  Agricultural  College,  has  been  active  in 

«      promoting  this  project.    At  the  first  meeting  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
*     plan  a  survey  and  seek  the  cooperation  of  the  Federal  Department  of  Agri- 

3      culture,  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Education,  State  colleges,  foundations,  church 

;J  bodies,  and  other  agencies  concerned.  At  the  second  meeting  tenative  out- 
lines of  study  were  presented  by  Dr.   Gray  and  Mr.   Clayton.    At  this  time 

^  an  Executive  Committee  was  selected  consisting  of  four  men  with  Dean  Cooper 
as  Chairman  and  including  Dr.  Gray  who  was  requested  to  represent  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture.  At  the  meeting  last  Monday  a  plan  of  work  and  ten- 
tative budget  were  adopted,  and  Dr.  Gray  was  elected  director  of  the  survey. 

•-a  It  is  believed  that  a  comprehensive  coordinated  study  such  as  proposed 

would  provide  a  basis  for  bringing  about  an  improvement  in  the  agricultural, 
sociological,  educational  and  other  conditions  in  these  under-developed 
regions . 


WAR  DEPARTMENT  REQUESTS  COOPERATION  OF  TFIS 

DEPARTMENT  IN  FLOOD  CONTROL  UNDERTAKING. 


The  War  Department  has  requested  the  aid  of  this  Department  in  the 
appraisal  of  lands  within  the  Mississippi  Flocd  Control  Spillways.  This  work 
is  connected  with  studies  that  are  to  be  made  as  a  preliminary  to  flocd 
control  in  the  lower  Mississippi  Valley.  The  area  involved  includes  ever 
4,000,000  acres  where  it  is  proposed  to  appraise  agricultural  lands,  weed- 
land,  timber,  soil,  town  lands,  roads,  railroads,  etc.  The  project,  it  is 
contemplated,  will  require  the  cooperation  of  this  Bureau,  the  Fc  rest  Ser- 
vice, the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  and  the  Eureau  of  Chemistry  and  Soils. 

Although  there  has  been  no  formal  agreement  covering  this  work  there 
has  been  an  interchange  of  correspondence  between  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
and  the  Secretary  cf  War,  and  preliminary  arrangements  have  been  progressing 
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to  formally  undertake  the  project  in  the  near  future. 

Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  has  been 
designated  to  have  charge  of  the  valuation  of  agricultural  lands. 

INTEREST  IN  DAIRY  AND  POULTRY  MARKET  NEWS 
RECEIVES  STIMULUS  ON  PACIFIC  COAST. 

There  is  promise  of  more  extensive  use  of  the  market  news  service  on 
dairy  and  poultry  products  in  Pacific  Coast  markets  as  the  result  of  recent 
action  on  the  part  of  the  trade  in  the  local  markets  where  the  Division  of 
Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  has  offices.  L.  M.  Davis,  who  has  recently  com- 
pleted an  extended  trip  to  the  Coast,  reports  that  at  Seattle  the  Produce 
Exchange  discontinued  their  quotations  on  eggs  on  February  17  and  will  use 
the  prices  reported  by  this  Bureau  as  the  official  quotations  for  the  market. 

During  the  convention  of  the  Pacific  States  Butter,  Egg,  Cheese  and 
Poultry  Association  at  Portland,  Oregon,  February  10-12,  Mr.  Davis  met  with 
a  group  of  men  representing  creamery  interests  in  Utah,  Montana,  Idaho  and 
Washington,  and  representatives  of  the  Los  Angeles  trade,  and  a  discussion 
took  place  looking  toward  an  improvement  in  the  price  quotation  situation 
on  butter  at  Los  Angeles.  A  formal  communication  has  been  received  from 
this  group  of  creamerymen  requesting  that  the  Bureau  report  the  Los  Angeles 
market  in  the  same  way  the  San  Francisco  market  is  reported.  The  Division 
of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  has  tentatively  agreed  to  comply,  provided 
the  Los  Angeles  Produce  Exchange  which  has  been  issuing  wholesale  quotations 
based  upon  the  last  sale,  bid  or  offer,  will  discontunue  this  activity. 
As  the  result  of  conferences  with  the  Portland  trade  it  appears  probable 
that  somewhat  similar  changes  may  also  be  brought  about  in  the  Portland 
market . 

At  the  Portland  convention  there  was  favorable  discussion  of  the 
dairy  and  poultry  market  news  and  grading  services  of  the  Bureau.  The  trade 
was  particularly  interested  in  the  new  reports  which  the  Bureau  of  Dairy 
and  Poultry  Products  began  the  first  of  the  year,  one  being  a  weekly  report 
of  receipts  of  eggs  at  country  packing  plants  in  the  States  of  Washington, 
Oregon  and  California.  This  shows  comparative  changes  each  week  with  the 
previous  week.  The  other  report  relates  to  weekly  production  of  butter  in 
the  Pacific  Coast  States.  The  egg  report  is  handled  at  the  Seattle  and  San 
Francisco  offices,  and  the  weekly  butter  report  is  prepared  at  the  San  Fran- 
cisco office. 

There  was  considerable  interest  and  discussion  at  the  convention 
regarding  price  reports,  particularly  f .o.b.  buying  prices  and  jobbing  prices 
in  the  market.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  whole- 
sale business  is  constantly  decreasing  in  the  important  markets  due  to  the 
amount  of  direct  buying  and  selling,  mergers,  chain  stores,  etc. 

Interest  was  manifested  in  the  poultry  inspection  and  grading  service 
and  in  the  new  canned  poultry  industry.  While  the  division  has  not  as  yet 
received  sufficient  demand  to  necessitate  an  inspection  service  on  canned 
poultry  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  inquiries  suggest  the  desirability  of  anti- 
cipating the  setting  up  of  such  a  service  in  the  near  future.  Mr.  Davis 
reports  that  among  the  important  topics  discussed  at  the  convention  were  the 
sharp  freezing  of  poultry,  marketing  of  sharp  frozen  poultry,  and  the  mar- 
keting of  drawn  poultry.  Mr.  Davis  feels  further  convinced  as  a  result  of 
his  trip  that  there  is  a  growing  interest  in  the  matter  of  extended  use  of 
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certificates  of  quality  in  consumer  packages  of  butter  and  eggs. 

Prior  to  the  convention  Mr.  Davis  met  at  Portland  with  E.  R.  Johnson, 
of  the  Seattle  office,  F.  H.  McCampbell,  of  the  San  Francisco  office,  and  J.  E. 
Draper,  of  the  Portland  office.  Branch  office  operation  was  discussed  as 
well  as  the  problems  which  the  division  will  have  to  meet  in  expanding  its 
services.  This  meeting  afforded  an  especially  good  opportunity  for  these  men 
to  compare  their  standards  in  the  scoring  of  butter. 


SEED  SECONDS  FOOD  IN  RELIEF 
GIVEN  TO  FLOOD  SUFFERS . 

Report  of  the  Relief  Operations  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  Flood 
Disaster  of  1927  has  recently  been  released  by  the  American  National  Red 
Cross,  and  copies  have  been  received  by  Department  representatives  who 
assisted  with  this  work. 

It  is  of  interest  that  aid  in  the  form  of  seeds  was  extended  to  more 
families  than  was  any  other  form  of  aid,  except  food.  This  gives  an  im- 
portance to  seed  not  generally  recognized  when  considering  it  as  a  "minor" 
crop. 

G.  C.  Edler,  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  was  the  Bureau 
representative  in  the  work.  He  spent  several  weeks  assisting  C.  W.  7/arourton, 
Director  of  Extension  and  liaison  officer  with  the  Red  Cross  Flood  Relief 
Headquarters  in  Memphis,  Tennessee,  determining  the  seed  and  feed  needs 
in  the  various  counties  in  the  flooded  area.  Time  was  also  devoted  to  locat- 
ing supplies  and  to  keeping  in  touch  with  prices  of  cotton  seed,  seed  corn, 
and  forage-crop  seeds,  so  that  timely  market  information  might  be  given  to 
County  Red  Cross  Chapters.  J.  A.  Evans,  of  the  Office  of  Extension  Work, 
took  over  the  seed  distribution  work  when  Mr.  Edler  had  to  return  to  his 
work  in  Washington. 

A  letter  to  Mr.  Edler  from  James  L.  Fieser,  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Red 
Cross,  transmitting  the  Report,  states:  "tie  have  given  expression  in  the 
body  of  this  report  to  our  appreciation  of  the  splendid  cooperation  which  we 
received  from  the  personnel  of  the  various  Federal  and  State  Departments  who 
worked  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  the  Red  Cross  representatives,  but  I  want 
to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  personally  for  the  invaluable  assis- 
tance which  you  rendered  in  connection  with  the  relief  work." 


CALIFORNIA.  TO  ADOPT 

U.  S.  BEAN  STANDARDS . 

Under  the  terms  of  a  cooperative  agreement  recently  consummated, 
the  California  Department  of  Agriculture  will  promulgate  the  United  States 
standards  for  beans  as  the  official  standards  for  California.  Several 
inspectors  of  the  State  are  now  being  trained  to  inspect  beans  and  will 
be  licensed  as  soon  as  they  qualify,  which  will  be  before  the  1930  crop 
begins  to  move.  Plans  for  conducting  this  service  were  tentatively  agreed 
upon  some  weeks  ago  by  J.  E.  Barr,  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  and 
California  Department  of  Agriculture  officials.  The  significance  of  this 
action  is  reflected  in  the  fact  that  California  is  the  second  largest  bean 
producing  State  and  is  first  in  the  production  of  several  important  kinds 
or  classes. 
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HAY  MARKETING  WORK  IN 

CALIFORNIA  MAKES  PROGRESS . 

Primarily  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  survey  of  the  hay  market  news 
situation  in  northern  and  central  California  in  connection  with  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  work  of  the  grain,  hay  and  feed  market  news  office  recently  es- 
tablished at  San  Francisco,  W.  J.  Morgan,  Supervising  Hay  Inspector  at  Los 
Angeles,  and  Frank  L.  Lyons,  in  charge  of  the  grain,  hay  and  feed  market  news 
office  at  San  Francisco,  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  visited  a  number  of 
points  in  the  area  the  first  -week  in  this  month.  Some  time  also  was  de- 
voted to  the  development  of  Federal-State  hay  inspection  at  some  of  the 
points  visited.  Mr.  Lyons  made  a  number  of  contacts  believed  to  be  of 
material  value  in  the  market  news  work.  A  meeting  held  with  a  number  of 
leading  hay  growers  of  the  Stockton  area  indicated  a  very  favorable  attitude 
toward  Federal-State  hay  inspection  and  it  is  possible  that  an  inspector 
will  be  located  in  that  section  in  the  near  future. 

While  in  San  Francisco  Mr.  Morgan  visited  Col.  J.  A.  McKinnon, 
Corps  Area  Veterinarian  for  the  Army  at  the  Presidio.  Mr.  Morgan  examined 
the  hay  that  had  been  received  during  the  last  few  months  and  was  parti- 
cularly pleased  with  the  uniformity  and  good  quality  shown.  He  states  that 
this  is  a  decided  change  from  the  type  of  hay  that  he  inspected  at  the 
Presidio  when  he  first  went  to  California  about  three  years  ago.  Colonel 
McKinnon  advised  him  that  the  Army  now  has  little  difficulty  in  obtain- 
ing good  quality  hay  under  the  present  methods  of  inspection  which  were  in- 
stalled under  Mr.  Morgan's  direction.  He  states  that  he  is  getting  excel- 
lent results  from  feeding  the  hay  he  is  now  receiving  to  Army  animals. 


IN  CONGRESS: 

S.J. Res.  77,  by  Senator  Smoot,  providing  for  the  closing  of  Center  Market 
in  the  City  of  Washington,  has  been  reported  out  of  the  House 
Committee  (Rept.  No.  2). 

H.J. Res.  19S  by  Mr.  Cooper,  of  Wisconsin,  authorizing  and  requesting  the 
President  to  invite  representatives  of  the  Governments  of 
the  countries  members  of  the  Pan  American  Union  to  attend 
the  Inter-American  Conference  on  Agriculture,  Forestry  and 
Animal  Industry,  and  providing  for  the  expenses  of  such 
meeting,  has  passed  the  house. 

Pills  Introduced : 

H.R.  10072,  by  Mr.  Vinson,  to  amend  the  U.  S.  Cotton  Futures  Act  of 
Aug.  11,  1913,  as  amended,  to  provide  for  the  prevention, 
and  removal  of  obstructions  and  burdens  upon  interstate 
commerce  in  cotton  by  further  regulating  transactions  on 
cotton  futures  exchanges. 
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CATTLEMEN  RECOGNIZE  VALUE  OF  PURSBREDS 

AFTER  LIVESTOCK  GRADING  DEMONSTRATIONS . 

Results  of  the  livestock  grading  demonstrations  carried  on  in  New 
Mexico  for  the  last  four  or  five  years  by  James  K.  Wallace  are  exceedingly 
gratifying  to  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool,  of  which  the  work 
is  a  part.  Mr.  Wallace  reports  that  in  Hidalgo  and  Grant  Counties,  New 
Mexico,  he  was  told  by  stockmen  that  in  the  past  season  over  1,133  purebred 
bulls  and  750  or  more  purebred  beef  breed  cows  (mostly  Herefords)  have  been 
brought  into  those  counties.  One  company,  for  which  Mr.  Wallace  has  held 
two  grading  demonstrations  and  for  which  he  actually  graded  out  many  poor 
type  cows  and  bulls,  brought  over  400  bulls.  Less  than  10  per  cent  of  these 
cost  less  than  £200  each,  and  the  bulk  were  purchased  at  prices  ranging  from 
$225  to  |325.  Many  came  from  the  Highland  country  of  Texas,  tut  a  number 
came  from  purebred  breeders  in  New  Mexico.  At  only  $200  per  head  these  bulls 
would  represent  over  $80,000  spent  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  25,000 
cattle  owned  by  this  company.  Four  years  ago  representatives  of  this 
company  were  skeptical  of  the  grading  work  and  believed  that  numbers  of 
head  rather  than  quality  of  product  was  the  main  issue.  Mr.  Wallace  is 
convinced  that  their  interest  in  purebred  cattle  is  directly  attributable 
to  the  livestock  grading  demonstrations  that  he  made. 

COTTON  SAMPLES  DAMAGED 
"  AS  RESULT  CF  FIRE. 

A  fire  occurred  last  Friday  in  a  building  adjoining  the  warehouse 
at  101  Water  Street,  New  York  City,  where  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing 
stores  its  cotton  samples.  The  fire  hose  left  about  2  or  3  feet  of  water 
in  the  basement  of  the  warehouse,  causing  some  damage  to  the  samples,  but 
to  a  comparatively  small  proportion  of  them.  The  samples  stored,  which  are 
representative  of  the  certified  stock,  are  insured  by  the  New  York  Cotton 
Exchange .

Here  and  There 

Dr.  0.  C.  Stine,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  Histori- 
cal Research,  presented  some  charts  showing  significant  facts  about  cotton 
to  a  committee  of  Southern  Agricultural  Workers  called  by  a  cotton  reduction 
campaign  committee  while  the  Southern  Agricultural  Workers  were  in  conven- 
tion in  Jackson,  Miss.,  February  5-7.  Members  of  the  group  asked  that  the 
charts  be  reproduced  in  large  size  for  distribution  throughout  the  South,  for 
the  use  of  Extension  workers  and  others  in  connection  with  the  campaign. 
Some  of  the  force  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research 
have  been  busily  engaged  in  preparing  a  mimeographed  booklet  of  the  charts, 
of  handy  size.    These  are  about  ready  for  distribution. 

Mr.  Marquis  attended  a  meeting  of  New  England  Commissioners  of  Agri- 
culture in  Boston  on  Monday,  at  which  plans  were  made  for  putting  the  Boston 
radio  service  on  an  annual  budget.  Support  in  this  plan  has  been  assured  by 
Station  WEC,  three  of  the  New  England  States,  and  the  Bureau.  Today  (Tuesday) 
Mr.  Marquis  and  Morse  H.  Salisbury,  Chief  of  the  Department  Radio  Service, 
are  meeting  with  the  Extension  Directors  of  New  England  to  discuss  the  closer 
coordination  of  radio  programs  of  the  Federal  Department  and  the  States.  The 
Department  is  endeavoring  to  coordinate  the  economic  material  that  is  used  in 
the  several  forms  of  radio  releases  with  material  provided  by  the  States, 
and  to  broadcast  the  joint  material  over  local  stations. 

Dr.  W.  J.  Spillman,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  will  dis- 
cuss the  dairy  outlook  at  two  outlook  meetings  in  New  Jersey,  the  first  to 
be  held  in  Mt.  Holley,  March  6,  the  second  at  Salem,  March  9.

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MR.  GEHL  INVENTS  P ICE 
SCOURING  DEVICE . 

Robert  Gehl,  Associate  Marketing  Specialist  in  the  Rice  Project,  San 
Francisco  office  of  Grain  Investigations,  has  invented  a  laboratory  rice  scour- 
ing device  for  removing  in  an  efficient  and  uniform  manner  the  bran  from  brown 
rice  and  the  hulls  and  bran  from  rough  rice,  so  that  the  quality  and  general 
appearance  of  the  rice  as  it  will  appear  after  commercial  milling  may  be 
more  accurately  determined.  Such  a  method  of  scouring  rice  has  been  sorely 
needed  by  the  industry  since  the  establishment  of  the  Federal  standards  grades, 
particularly  for  samples  of  rough  or  brown  rice  of  doubtful  quality.  Where 
the  degree  of  discoloration  and  the  amount  of  inferior  kernels  in  the  rice 
is  left  entirely  to  personal  judgment,  opinion  often  differs  as  to  what  the 
general  appearance  and  the  quality  of  the  rice  will  be  after  commericial  mill- 
ing. Mr.  Gehl's  invention  eliminates  the  human  factor  in  making  these  determina- 
tions and  therefore  makes  possible  the  more  accurate  inspection  and  grading  cf  g 
rice.  £j 

The  scouring  device  was  developed  to  meet  the  needs  of  Federal  and  State  «- 
rice  graders  (inspectors),   rough  and  brown  rice  dealers,   rice  millers,  sales  ° 
managers  and  graders  of  rice   selling  organizations.       These   agencies  have  ° 
needed  a  quick  and  accurate  method  of  determining  the  quality  of  "lots"  of  rice 
based  cn  small  samples  of  rough  and  brown  rice. 

Mr.  Gehl  has  applied  for  a  public  patent  for  his  invention. 

NEW  ENGI AND  RADIO  BROADCASTS 
GF07TNG  IN  PCFULAPITY . 

Mr.  Marquis  spent  Monday  and  Tuesday  of  last  week  in  Boston  in  connec- 
tion with  the  joint  New  England  radio  market  news  service.  The  Commissioners  cf 
Agriculture  of  the  six  New  England  States  were  in  Boston  to  attend  the  meeting 
of  the  representatives  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board.  An  agreement  was  outliued 
whereby  the  radio  service  will  be   put  on  an  annual  budget  for  the  next  year. 

Each  State  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  reported  a  decided  increase  in 
interest  recently  in  his  State  in  the  radio  program,  and  that  more  and  more 
farmers  are  making  use  of  the  broadcasts.  Elwyn  Rowell  took  charge  cf  the 
office  last  August,  following  the  transfer  of  F.  H.  Scruggs  to  Florida,  and  will 
continue  to  handle  the  program.  The  Massacpusetts  Agricultural  College  will 
become  a  cooperator  in  the  project.  Miss  Cook,  who  is  assistant  to  Mr.  Rowell, 
has  been  on  the  air  recently  with  vocal  numbers.  She  is  being  trained  as  assis- 
tant broadcaster  to  take  Mr.  Rowell 's  place  when  he  is  absent. 

A  special  broadcast  was  arranged  over  Station  WBZA  Monday,  February 
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24,  at  1:00  o'clock.  The  speakers  were  C.  S.  Wilson,  of  the  Federal  Farm 
Board;  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  Harry  Lewis,  of  Rhode  Island;  Director 
of  Extension  Thomas  Bradlee,  of  Vermont;  Prof.  W.  I.  Myers,  of  Cornell 
University.  Each  of  these  speakers  outlined  the  part  that  their  organiza- 
tion expects  to  play  in  a  cooperative  study  in  the  Northeastern  States  under 
the  leadership  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  and  Mr.  Marquis  concluded  the 
broadcast  with  a  short  talk  on  the  program  for  New  England.  Mr.  Morse 
Salisbury,  in  charge  of  the  Department  Radio  Service,  acted  as  master  of 
ceremonies . 

MR.  ELLIOTT  TRANSFERS 
TO  CENSUS  BUREAU, 

Foster  F.  Elliott  transferred  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  De- 
partment of  Commerce,  March  1,  as  Expert  on  Types  and  Methods  of  Farming. 
He  will  be  engaged  in  studies  looking  toward  the  reclassification  and 
analysis  of  the  agricultural  census.  He  will  also  prepare  special  mono- 
graph studies  dealing  with  the  classification  of  farms  by  types,  income, 
tenure,  agricultural  regions,  etc.,  the  primary  objective  of  the  studies 
being  to  classify  and  analyze  the  data  for  the  1S3D  census  and  other  agri- 
cultural censuses  of  agriculture  in  such  a  way  as  to  bring  out  most  signif- 
icantly the  character  of  American  agriculture  and  in  a  manner  which  will  be 
most  helpful  to  those  who  use  the  agricultural  census. 

Mr.  Elliott  came  to  this  Bureau  in  July,  1925,  from  the  University 
of  Illinois.  His  work  has  consisted  largely  in  research  in  types  of  farm- 
ing and  elasticity  of  supply.  Such  studies  have  been  on  a  cooperative 
basis  with  various  agricultural  colleges  and  experiment  stations  and  have 
been  or  are  being  published  as  State  or  Federal  bulletins.  In  addition 
to  these  publications,  he  has  prepared  a  number  of  papers  dealing  with 
theory  and  methodology  for  the  Journal  of  Farm  Economics. 

Mr.  Elliot  holds  a  B.  S.  degree  from  the  University  of  Kentucky, 
an  M.  S.  degree  from  the  University  of  Illinois,  and  a  Ph.  D.  degree  from 
the  University  of  Wisconsin. 

INTERSTATE  FLUE-CURED  TOBACCO 

COMMITTEE  FORMED  AT  RALEIGH  MEETING. 

Representatives  of  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing,  of  the 
Federal  Farm  Board,  Directors  of  Extension  of  North  Carolina,  South  Caro- 
lina and  Georgia,  and  J.  B.  Hutson,  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and 
Historical  Research,  of  this  Bureau,  met  in  Raleigh,  N.  C,  February  28, 
and  made  plans  for  coordinating  the  efforts  of  these  agencies  to  put 
flue-cured  tobacco  growing  on  a  more  profitable  basis.  The  meeting  was 
called  by  the  Federal  Farm  Board.  The  general  plan  of  work  outlined  is 
similar  to  that  now  being  followed  by  the  Interstate  Early  Potato  Committee. 
Dean  I.  0.  Schaub  of  the  North  Carolina  College  of  Agriculture  was  chosen 
as  temporary  chairman  of  the  committee  and  W.  C.  Collins,  now  employed  by 
the  Federal  Farm  Board  in  tobacco  work,  as  temporary  executive  secretary. 

A  conference  of  a  committee,  to  be  known  as  the  Interstate  Flue- 
Cured  Tobacco  Committee,  consisting  of  five  representatives  from  each  of 
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the  four  States  concerned,  representatives  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  the 
Federal  Extension  Service,  and  this  Bureau,  will  be  held  in  Washington 
.vithin  two  or  three  weeks  to  formulate  further  plans  for  the  work.  Mr. 
Collins  will  immediately  familiarize  himself  with  the  result  of  this 
Bureau's  research  relating  to  the  flue-cured  tobacco  situation,  following 
which  he  will  put  on  an  intensive  campaign,  in  cooperation  with  research 
T.d  Extension  agencies,  to  acquaint  all  farmers,  bankers,  supply  mer- 
chants, fertilizer  manufacturers  and  dealers  in  the  flue-cured  tobacco 
belt  with  the  prcducticn  and  price  possibilities  for  the  ccming  season.

C.  L.  Gocdrich,  Assistant  Agricultural  Economist  is  the  Division 
of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  spent  seme  time  recently  in  Atlanta,  Ga., 

•ssisting  officials  of  the  U.  S.  Penitentiary  in  planning  some  changes 
in  buildings,  equipment  and  management  at  the  prison  farms,  one  of  120 
acres  and  the  other  of  1,250  acres. 

The  business   of  managing  these   farms  differs   from  that  of  the 

rdinary  commercial  farm,  Mr.  Gocdrich  states,  in  that  the  demand  for  sup- 
l  lies  for  the  prison  table  furnishes  a  pre-deterrained  and  constant  market 
for  vegetables  ar.d  livestock  products  in  excess  of  the  present  farm  prcduc- 

ion . 

The  problem  is  the  economic  supply  of  this  market  as  far  as  possible, 
putting  vegetables  first,   milk  second,   with  pork  and  poultry  products 
following.     The  1,250-acre  farm  is  located  several  miles  from  the  "Walls," 
and  is  worked  by  honor  prisoners  who  live  in  barracks  and  cottages  on 
the  farms. 

One  of  the  most  important  moves  recently  made  by  the  prison  admini- 
stration for  the  successful  operation  of  these  farms  has  been  the  employ- 
ment of  a  trained  farm  manager  and  a  trained  herdsman,  both  civil  service 
appointees .

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DEPARTMENT  EXHIBITS  POPULAR 
AT  FLORIDA  FAIRS . 

C.  F.  Duval 1,  of  the  Division  of  Economic  Information,  returned 
to  the  office  on  Monday  after  spending  six  weeks  in  Florida  attending  the 
South  Florida  Fair  at  Tampa  and  the  Central  Florida  Exposition  at  Orlando. 
He  installed  and  had  charge  of  the  Department's  exhibit  at  both  fairs.  The 
Department  Plant  Quarantine  Board,  located  at  Orlando,  contributed  a 
special  unit  to  the  Department  exhibit,  consisting  of  maps  showing  the 
Florida  areas  infested  by  the  Fruit  Fly;  charts  showing  the  progress  of 
eradication  work  and  the  location  of  traps;  and  glass  containers  with 
samples  of  fruits  which  had  been  attacked  by  the  Fruit  Fly,  together 
with  specimen  of  the  insect  in  different  stages  of  its  development.  Those 
in  charge  of  the  exhibit  were  particularly  gratified  with  the  educational 
work  accomplished  by  the  Fruit  Fly  unit.  Mr.  Duvall  reports  that  the  units 
relating  to  poultry  and  dairying  also  attracted  much  attention.  The  South 
Florida  Fair  lasted  from  January  23  to  February  8,  during  which  time  over 
403,000  people  were  in  attendance.  Attendance  at  the  Central  Florida 
Exposition  in  Orlando,  February  13  to  February  22,    totaled  about  £3,000.

He  will  go  to  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  before  returning  to  Washington  to  consult 
with  State  agricultural  workers  regarding  farm  management  work. 

Four  newly  appointed  inspectors  and  B.  E.  Surrey,  of  the  Chicago 
market  news  office,  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  are  now  complet- 
ing the  last  two  weeks  of  a  six  weeks'  course  of  instruction  in  the  in- 
spection of  fruits  and  vegetables  in  Chicago.  The  new  appointees  are 
Don  L.  Lacy,  Robert  B.  Landrum,  Douglas  C.  Beeler  and  William  H.  McCormick. 
F.  G.  Robb,  in  charge  of  the  fruit  and  vegetable  inspection  work,  who  has 
just  returned  from  a  field  trip  on  which  he  visited  the  Chicago  office, 
reports  that  Mr.  Skinner,  a  representative  of  the  inspection  service  of 
the  Dominion  of  Canada,  attended  the  classes  the  first  two  weeks.  The 
course  will  be  completed  by  March  15. 

Clarence  A.  Anderson  was  appointed  March  1  to  fill  the  vacancy  at 
the  San  Francisco  office  of  the  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  Division,  caused 
by  the  transfer  of  Elmer  T.  Forsling  to  Denver. 
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Dr.  Clarence  I.  Hendrickson  has  been  appointed  as  Senior  Agricultural 
Economist  in  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  with  headquarters  at  Alexandria, 
Louisiana.  He  will  be  assigned  to  the  special  land  appraisal  work  to  be 
undertaken  by  the  Division  in  connection  with  the  War  Department's  project 
for  flood  relief  in  the  lower  Mississippi  Valley. 

Dr.  Hendrickson  received  his  B.S. ,  M.S.,  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  the 
University  of  Wisconsin.  Since  1923  he  has  been  employed  with  the  Connec- 
ticut Agricultural  College  engaged  in  teaching  and  research,  and  during  the 
past  school  year  has  been  acting  as  Head  of  the  Department  of  Agricultural 
Economics. 

Dr.  Hendrickson  in  company  with  Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  in  charge  of  the 
Division  of  Land  Economics,  will  leave  March  8  for  Lake  Village,  Ark., 
where  they  will  meet  officials  of  other  bureaus  of  this  Department,  as  well 
as  War  Department  officials,  and  inaugurate  work  in  the  appraisal  of  agri- 
cultural lands  in  the  lower  Mississippi  Valley.  Dr.  Gray  probably  will  also 
stop  over  at  Lexington,  Kentucky,  and  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  for  conferences 
with  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  officials  in  regard  to  a  proposed  co- 
operative economic  survey  of  the  Southern  Appalachians. 

Fred  L.  Garlock,  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance,  will  leave 
tonight  (Tuesday)  for  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia  to  interview  bankers 
and  make  arrangements  for  the  study  of  banks  which  is  to  be  made  in  that 
section  in  connection  with  the  potato  credit  and  farm  management  study  new 
being  conducted  by  his  division  and  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and 
Costs.  Later  this  week  Burton  D.  Seeley,  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural 
Finance,  will  join  Mr.  Garlock  in  this  work. 

Miss  Lillian  Thomas,  clerk  in  the  Washington  office  of  the  Live- 
stock, Meats  and  Wool  Division,  left  for  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  February  28, 
to  take  the  position  formerly  held  by  Sam  Kindig.  Mr.  Kindig  will  be  trans- 
ferred to  Kansas  City  and  take  over  the  duties  of  head  clerk  after  the 
resignation  of  Mrs.  Nannie  Gifford,  effective  March  10.  Miss  Thomas  was 
given  a  surprise  luncheon  and  presented  with  a  bouquet  of  sweet  peas  by  her 
friends  in  the  Washington  office  of  the  division  on  the  day  of  her  departure. 

C.  F.  Clayton,  Senior  Agricultural  Economist,  of  the  Division  of  Land 
Economics,  has  been  ill  with  the  grippe  for  the  past  ten  days.  His  asso- 
ciates in  office  were  pleased  to  have  him  return  today  (Tuesday) . 

W.  C.  Waite,  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research,  made 
an  address  before  a  meeting  of  the  Loudoun  County  Herd  Improvement  Associ- 
ation, February  25,  at  Purcellville,  Va.  ,   on  "The  Outlook  For  Dairying  in 
the  East." 

The  lecture  which  Dr.  J.  D.  Black,  of  Harvard  University,  was  sched- 
uled to  make  at  the  Auditorium  of  the  National  Museum,  at  3  o'clock,  March 
1,  as  a  part  of  the  course  of  lectures  offered  by  the  Graduate  School,  has 
been  postponed  until  March  8,  on  account  of  Dr.  Black's  illness. 
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BUREAU  MEN  REPORT 

STATE  OUTLOOK  WORK. 

Most  of  the  Bureau  representatives  who  have  been  in  the  field  at  some 
time  during  January  or  February  on  outlook  work  are  now  back  in  Washington. 
They  indicate  that  new  and  improved  methods  of  handling  outlook  reports, 
the  size  of  attendance  and  the  interest  displayed  at  meetings  all  point  to 
greater  appreciation  of  the  value  of  this  work  in  the  States. 

L.  H.  Bean  reports  that  although  the  New  England  outlook  meeting,- 
held  by  the  New  England  Research  Council  early  in  February,  was  modeled 
after  the  National  Outlook  Conference  as  formerly,  he  found  that  the  sub- 
committee reports  and  the  final  report  took  more  into  account  the  factors 
which  influence  the  local  outlook  than  was  done  a  year  ago.  Apparently 
some  analytical  work  in  this  connection  had  been  carried  on  during  the 
year  and  the  committee  is  striving  to  make  the  reports  more  nearly  reflect 
the  facts  each  year. 

The  first  real  effort  to  disseminate  outlook  information  on  a  State- 
wide basis  was  made  in  Virginia  this  year.  The  meetings,  called  by  Dr.  C. 
C.  Taylor  of  the  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  covered  practically  all 
the  important  areas  of  the  State.  Mr.  Bean  participated  in  some  of  these 
and  at  others  A.  P.  Brodell  and  0.  V.  Wells  represented  the  Bureau. 

Mr.  Brodell  also  assisted  with  11  meetings  in  southwestern  Arkansas, 
held  from  February  17  to  February  27.  He  says  that  the  attendance  was  never 
less  than  35  and  at  some  places  125  were  present.  This  was  the  first  time 
the  outlook  was  ever  considered  on  a  county  basis  and  was  looked  on  as  an 
improvement  over  the  former  larger  district  basis.  Mr.  Brodell  and  the 
three  State  men  with  whom  he  worked  discussed  every  angle  of  the  outlook 
report  of  interest  in  the  county  visited. 

Carlos  Campbell  took  part  in  31  outlook  meetings  in  southern  Louis- 
iana and  southeastern  Arkansas,  giving  a  talk  at  each  meeting  on  the  crop 
of  major  importance  in  the  community.  Mr.  Campbell  says  that  usually  a 
second  talk  was  necessary  in  order  to  give  briefly  the  outlook  for  certain 
minor  crops  and  livestock.  In  Arkansas  alone  he  participated  in  25  meet- 
ings, covering  14  counties.  By  actual  count  the  total  attendance  in  this 
State  was  1,189,  ranging  from  7  to  122. 

J.  B.  Hutson  and  H.  W.  Hawthorne  spent  the  week  of  January  27  in 
assisting  the  Extension  Service  and  others  of  the  College  of  Agriculture, 
University  of  Tennessee,  in  the  preparation  of  a  State  Agricultural  Out- 
look Report  which  was  published  in  mimeograph  form.  During  the  two  weeks 
following  the  preparation  of  this  repo-t,  two-day  district  conferences  of 
the  agricultural  Extension  workers  (County  Agents  and  Home  Demonstration 
Agents)  were  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Extension  Service  of  the  State 
and  led  by  the  district  supervisors,  at  Chattanooga,  Nashville,  Jackson  and 
Knoxville  -  one  for  each  district  of  the  State.    At  the  first  day's  session 
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Mr.  Hawthorne  presented  analyses  of  the  farm  business  of  from  10  to  23  farm- 
ers who  were  included  in  the  farm  account  project  of  the  Bureau  in  1929. 
The  organization  of  these  farms  was  discussed  in  the  light  of  their  1929 
accomplishments  and  of  the  1930  outlook  report.  At  three  of  the  confer- 
ences, the  organization  and  business  analysis  of  one  farm  and  sometimes  of 
two  farms  were  presented  for  the  year  1928.  The  Extension  workers  were  then 
asked  what  they  would  have  done  in  1929  had  they  been  this  farmer  and  with 
the  1929  outlook  report  before  them.  This  brought  out  lively  discussion 
and  aroused  much  interest  and  more  discussion  when  the  actual  figures  for 
1929  were  placed  on  the  blackboard  beside  those  for  1928.  Messrs.  Hutson  and 
Hawthorne  report  that  the  Home  Demonstration  Agents  not  only  manifested  keen 
interest  in  these  discussions  but  also  took  an  active  part  in  them. 

Byron  Hunter  presented  the  outlook  to  the  faculty  at  the  University 
of  Arizona.  At  six  other  meetings  in  the  State  he  discussed  the  outlook 
for  special  commodities  to  groups  of  farmers  particularly  concerned.  At- 
tendance at  the  cotton  outlook  numbered  about  50  farmers;  at  the  cattle 
outlook  about  75;  and  at  the  meetings  on  poultry  and  cotton  between  25  and 
40.  In  Nevada  Mr.  Hunter  discussed  the  outlook  at  a  meeting  of  the  whole 
Extension  force  and  at  a  second  meeting  before  members  of  the  State  Farm 
Bureau.  In  Washington  he  took  part  in  14  meetings  of  farmers  and  presented 
the  results  of  a  study  conducted  by  this  Bureau  in  the  eastern  part  of 
Washington  and  the  northern  part  of  Iowa  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  together 
information  for  the  readjustment  of  the  agriculture  in  that  area.  R.  M. 
Turner,  Assistant  Director  of  Extension  presented  the  State  outlook  at  these 
meetings.  While  the  poor  condition  of  the  roads  affected  the  attendance, 
Mr.  Hunter  estimates  that  there  was  a  total  of  550  present  in  all,  and  he 
reports  that  he  has  never  talked  to  farmers  who  took  a  greater  interest  in 
7/hat  he  had  to  say. 

Lawrence  Myers  assisted  with  13  meetings  in  southeastern  Oklahoma, 
S  meetings  in  north-central  Arkansas,  and  6  meetings  in  northern  Louisiana. 
In  Oklahoma  the  outlook  program  included  several  meetings  of  the  Kiwanis, 
Rotary  and  Lions  Clubs.  Mr.  Myers  states  that  he  found  a  growing  inter- 
est in  the  outlook,  particularly  among  the  more  successful  farmers  and 
among  business  men.  In  part  of  northern  Arkansas  the  meetings  were  in  the 
same  territory  worked  by  Emil  Rauchenstein  last  year.  Here  the  county  agent 
pointed  to  improved  attendance  and  Mr.  Myers  saw  other  signs  of  the  effec- 
tiveness of  Mr.  Rauchenstein 's  work.  One  farmer  told  him  that  he  had  checked 
the  35  forecasts  made  by  Mr.  Rauchenstein  last  year  and  found  that  32  of  them 
proved  correct. 

Gerald  B.  Thorne  reports  that  in  Montana  and  Missouri,  where  he 
attended  meetings,  an  extension  specialist  is  devoting  his  entire  time  to 
disseminating  outlook  information.  He  assisted  with  the  county  agents  meet- 
ing and  the  Farm  Home  Week  meeting  in  Bozeman,  Montana,  from  January  3D  to 
February  5.  The  extension  agents  are  showing  considerable  interest  in  out- 
look information  in  this  State  and  in  conferences  it  is  often  considered 
in  connection  with  other  types  of  extension  work. 

Mr.  Thorne  took  part  in  10  outlook  meetings  in  Missouri,  at  which 
there  was  an  average  attendance  of  70  farmers  and  agricultural  leaders.  At 
some  points  it  was  the  fourth  outlook  meeting  that  had  been  held  and  the 
extension  specialist  with  whom  Mr.  Thorne  worked  said  he  noticed  that  the 
farmers  are  able  now  to  put  more  pertinent  questions  concerning  the  products 
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in  which  they  are  interested  than  was  at  first  true.  In  Missouri  Mr.  Thorne 
spent  four  days  with  animal  husbandry  extension  men,  assisting  with  regional 
livestock  meetings  sponsored  by  the  State  Livestock  Association.  The  ex- 
tension specialists  discussed  production  and  marketing  and  Mr.  Thorne  pre- 
sented the  outlook.  Each  meeting  drew  an  attendance  from  8  or  10  counties 
of  leading  livestock  men,  county  agents,  and  vocational  teachers.  It  is 
planned  to  hold  similar  meetings  in  the  future  and  a  similar  method  of 
disseminating  dairy  outlook  information  is  being  planned  with  the  dairy 
department  of  the  State  College  of  Agriculture.  This  is  the  beginning  of  a 
program  in  Missouri  for  getting  information  on  specific  subjects  to  the 
particular  groups  concerned. 

J.  B.  Shepard  reports  keen  interest  in  the  outlook  in  Aroostook 
County,  Maine,  where  the  6,000  farms  show  gross  sales  of  potatoes  this 
season  averaging  close  to  $6,500  per  farm  but  where  farmers  in  nine  years 
out  of  the  last  ten  have  increased  their  acreages  in  unfavorably  priced 
years  and  decreased  v/hen  prospects  were  good.  In  New  York  much  more  at- 
tention was  given  to  the  preparation  of  a  State  outlook  report  this  season 
and  the  local  group  secured  the  assistance  of  the  various  commodity  special- 
ists of  the  college,  in  addition  to  Dr.  R.  L.  Gillett,  Agricultural  Statis- 
tician employed  jointly  by  the  State  and  this  Bureau,  and  Mr.  Shepard  from 
the  Washington  office. 

0.  V.  Wells  took  part  in  25  meetings  in  Virginia  and  5  meetings  in 
South  Carolina.  While  no  previous  meetings  had  been  held  at  the  points 
visited  to  permit  of  comparisons,  Mr.  Wells  reports  that  the  total  attend- 
ance in  the  two  States  was  1,500  and  the  average  attendance  at  each  meet- 
ing was  about  50,  made  up  of  farmers,  business  men  and  county  agents. 

E.  J.  Working  reports  an  attendance  ranging  between  25  and  200  at 
5  meetings  in  Colorado  in  which  he  took  part,  and  an  attendance  of  between 
50  and  130  at  4  meetings  in  Idaho.  He  was  favorably  impressed  with  the 
reception  of  the  material  by  farmers  in  connection  with  the  farm  manage- 
ment and  economic  meetings. 

JCFN  C.  GILBERT'S  WOPK 
IS  WARMLY  PRAISED . 

Comments  on  the  fine  quality  of  services  performed  by  the  late  John 
C.  Gilbert  have  come  to  Mr.  Marquis  from  several  sources.  Edward  M.  Tuttle, 
Editor  in  Chief  of  The  Book  of  Rural  Life,  has  written: 

"Mr.  Gilbert  did  an  outstanding  piece  of  work  with  his  Radio  article 
in  The  Book  of  Rural  Life.  Notwithstanding  the  tremendous  progress  that 
has  been  made  in  the  radio  field  in  the  last  few.  years,  Mr.  Gilbert's  article 
is  still  fundamentally  correct  in  principle,  and  only  a  few  days  ago  I  heard 
one  of  the  many  comments  that  have  come  to  me  about  it  as  one  of  the  clearest 
and  simplest  explanations  of  radio  that  has  ever  been  made." 

H.  S.  Johnson,  in  charge  of  the  New  Uses  Section  of  The  Cotton- 
Textile  Institute,  Inc.,  New  York  City,  has  written: 

"I  feel  that  I  have  lost  a  very  dear  friend  in  the  death  of  John 
Gilbert,  whose  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Institute  and  the  cotton  industry 
at  large  are  having  and  will  continue  to  have  a  most  wholesome  effect.  He 
had  made  many  friends  here  in  the  Institute  and  had  been  a  wonderful  aid  and 
assistance  to  us  in  our  work,  and  it  will  be  very  hard  indeed  to  fill  his 
place  I  know." 
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The  Washington  representative  of  the  General  Motors  Corporation  has 
recently  called  the  Department's  attention  to  the  new  Owner's  Service  Policy 
which  the  Chevrolet  Motor  Company  now  issues  in  connection  with  the  sale  of 
each  Chevrolet  passenger-carrying  automobile  or  truck.  The  representative 
states  this  is  an  entirely  new  departure  in  the  automobile  field  from  the 
standpoint  of  giving  service  under  the  ninety  day  guarantee  and  advises  in 
part  as  follows: 

"The  proper  issuing  of  these  Owner's  Service  Policies  in 
the  commercial  field  will  be  handled  by  the  dealer  who  sells  the 
car.    In  your  case,  where  the  dealer  is  delivering  the  car  on  bid 
submitted  by  us  or  himself  in  the  field,  your  representative  ac- 
cepting such  delivery,  should  require  the  dealer  to  give  him  one 
of  these  policies  and  in  case  the  delivering  dealer  fails  to  do  so, 
your  field  representative  is  requested  to  notify  you  immediately 
of  this  failure  to  comply  with  our  ruling  covering  your  policy, 
and  then  if  you  will  give  us  the  name  and  point  where  the  deliver- 
ing dealer  is  located,   we  will  immediately  see  that  your  field 
representative  is  supplied  with  the  policy. 

"We  especially  direct  your  attention  to  the  point  covered  in 
paragraph  #4,  under  'Parts  and  Labor  Will  Be  Furnished'  -  during 
the  life  of  our  standard  guarantee,  or  for  the  first  4000  miles 
of  operation,  whichever  occurs  first,  when  an  owner  is  travel- 
ing and  adjustments  (labor  only)  are  made  by  a  dealer  other  than 
the  undersigned.,  it  is  expected  that  the  owner  will  pay  for  such 
work  on  the  basis  of  regular  Chevrolet  flat  rate." 

Bureau  employees  who  receive  new  Chevrolet  cars  should  see  that  one

J.  P.  Brown,  of  the  Raleigh  office  of  the  Warehouse  Division,  spent 
last  Friday  in  Washington  discussing  with  Mr.  Yohe  the  possibility  of  li- 
censing certain  cotton  warehouses  in  Virginia  and  South  Carolina. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Department  Welfare  Association,  just  re- 
leased, shows  that  65  emergency  cases  were  taken  care  of  through  Department 
funds,  the  total  loans  amounting  to  $5,451.50  within  the  year.  The  Bureau's 
part  in  this  work  is  indicated  by  the  contributions  of  its  workers,  totaling 
$333.45,  second  only  to  the  contributions  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry, 
totaling  $453.10. 

George  Keneipp,  who  served  as  messenger  in  the  Chief's  office  during 
Mr.  Brand's  administration,  called  last  week  on  friends  in  the  Bureau. 
Mr.  Keneipp  is  now  local  Manager  of  the  A.  A.  A. 
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Tho  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  has  completed  a  revision 
of  the  tentative  standards  for  market  classes  and  grades  for  hogs.  Members 
of  the  Washington  office  and  Don  J.  Slater,  of  the  Chicago  office,  have 
been  working  intensively  for  the  last  six  weeks  making  necessary  changes 
in  perfecting  a  draft  of  these  standards  drawn  up  about  a  year  ago.  Last 
Friday  the  revised  specifications  were  submitted  for  consideration  and  dis- 
cussion to  Messrs.  Olsen,  Kitchen  and  Tolley,  Mr.  Marquis,  standardization 
specialists  of  other  divisions  of  the  Bureau,  and  three  representatives  of 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  and  three  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  in  a 
meeting  in  the  Conference  Room  of  the  Bieber  Building.  The  division  plans 
next  to  call  meetings  at  about  three  points  in  the  States,  of  producers, 
members  of  the  trade,  and  representatives  of  the  State  Colleges  of  Agricul- 
ture, in  an  effort  to  acquaint  these  men  with  the  character  of  the  present 
draft  of  standards  and  to  give  them  an  opportunity  to  make  suggestions  for 
further  changes  or  to  criticise.  Following  these  meetings  it  is  hoped  to 
put  the  standards  into  final  form  for  promulgation  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture . 

The  development  of  standards  for  swine  has  been  brought  about  by 
a  very  urgent  demand  for  them  from  many  individual  producers  and  producer 
organizations,  particularly  from  cooperative  associations.  The  tentative 
standards  have  so  far  been  used  only  in  the  conduct  of  the  market  reporting 
service,  but  the  recent  demand  from  the  several  sources  is  for  official 
standards  for  commercial  grading. 

STATE  STATISTICIAN  STUDYING  STORAGE 

CAPACITY  OF  MILLS  AND  ELEVATORS. 


E.  C.  Paxton,  Agricultural  Statistician  for  Kansas,  has  been  detailed 
for  the  next  two  or  three  months  to  collect  information  and  prepare  a  report 
on  the  storage  capacity  of  interior  mills  and  elevators  in  the  more  important 
grain  States.  Reports  have  already  been  practically  completed  for  Missouri 
and  Kansas,  where  the  work  was  done  in  cooperation  with  the  Trans-Missouri- 
Kansas  Shippers  Board  of  the  American  Railway  Association;  and  a  report  for 
Montana  has  also  been  completed.  C.  E.  Null,  Associate  Statistician  in 
Missouri,  will  have  charge  of  the  Kansas  office  during  Mr.  Paxton 's  absence. 

INSpECTION  SERVICE  EXTENDED 
TO  DOMESTIC  RABBITS. 


The  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  has  received  a  request 
for  the  inspection  of  domestic  rabbits  at  the  plant  of  the  Raisin  Brook  Pack- 
ing Company  of  Dundee,  Michigan.    This  plant  is  specializing  in  the  slaughter 
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and  marketing  of  domestic  rabbits. 

To  meet  the  company's  request  the  Bureau  has  obtained  an  amendment 
to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  governing 
the  inspection  and  certification  of  dressed  poultry  and  edible  products 
thereof,  for  condition  and  wholesomeness,  to  make  them  applicable  to  dressed 
domestic  rabbits.  The  service  will  be  furnished  the  company  under  the  same 
conditions  that  poultry  inspection  has  been  provided  poultry  canning  plants 
in  the  Middle  West  through  cooperation  with  the  National  Poultry,  Butter  and 
Egg  Association  of  Chicago,  and  the  Bureau's  agreement  with  that  Association 
has  been  accordingly  extended. 

Dr.  C.  E.  Edmunds,  Supervising  Inspector  in  Chicago,  has  recently 
visited  the  Raisin  Brook  Packing  Company  plant  at  Dundee  and  made  prepara- 
tions for  this  service.    The  division  expects  to  begin  this  work  this  week. 

FARMERS  PROTECT  THEMSELVES  WITH 

EMPLOYERS'  LIABILITY  INSURANCE. 

Although  employers'  liability  insurance  is  by  no  means  new,  such 
insurance  carried  by  farmers  in  mutual  companies  of  their  own  to  protect 
themselves  against  damages  or  the  cost  of  damage-suits  arising  from  in- 
juries to  hired  help  on  the  farm,  is  a  rather  new  development.  In  his  re- 
port on  a  field  trip  last  week  to  Illinois  and  Indiana,  V.  N.  Valgren,  of 
the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance,  mentions  an  Illinois  mutual  that  was 
organized  about  six  months  ago  for  the  specific  purpose  of  providing  the 
farmers  of  the  State  with  employers'  liability  insurance.  This  insurance 
covers  liability  for  accidents  to  hired  labor  under  the  Common  Law,  since 
farmers  are  excluded  from  the  Illinois  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  which 
provides  stipulated  indemnities  for  designated  accidental  injuries  occur- 
ring to  workmen  in  industry  and  commerce.  About  1,200  Illinois  farmers 
have  already  availed  themselves  of  the  protection  offered  by  this  new  com- 
pany. 

An  Indiana  farmers'  mutual,  the  bulk  of  whose  business  is  automobile 
insurance,  also  offers  employers'  liability* protection" to • farmers .  -The- in- 
surance in  this  case  is  written  to  cover  liability  under  the  Indiana  Work- 
men's Compensation  Law.  This  law  is  so  drawn  that  farmers  do  not  automat- 
ically come  within  its  provisions  in  connection  with  hired  labor  doing  or- 
dinary farm  work,  but  any  farmer  by  filing  proper  notice  with  the  Industrial 
Board,  may  elect  to  come  within  the  scope  of  the  law,  and  those  who  insure 
in  the  company  are  required  to  file  such  a  notice.  About  600  Indiana  farmers 
carry  employers'  liability  insurance  in  this  mutual. 

An  interesting  case  of  diversity  in  State  laws  and  the  interpreta- 
tion of  these  laws,  according  to  Mr.  Valgren,  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that 
in  Indiana  the  operation  of  a  threshing  machine  is  held  to  bring  the  employer 
and  his  hired  help  under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Law  of  the  State.  In 
Illinois,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Industrial  Commission  holds  that  the  oper- 
ation of  threshing  machines,  hay  bailers,  insilage  cutters,  and  similar  agri- 
cultural machinery  is  so  closely  connected  with  farming  that  the  workers 
continue  like  ordinary  farm  help  beyond  the  scope  of  the  State  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act. 
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COTTONSEED  MEN  ENDORSE 

MR.  MELOY' S  PLAN  OF  GRADING. 

The  current  issue  of  the  Cotton  Oil  Press,  official  monthly  bulle- 
tin of  the  National  Cottonseed  Products  Association,  quotes  the  statements 
of  two  prominent  members  of  the  trade  in  reference  to  the  plan  of  grad- 
ing cottonseed  worked  out  by  Guy  S.  Meloy,  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Mar- 
keting. Mr.  Meloy  has  discussed  his  plan  of  grading  in  a  series  of  articles 
recently  appearing  in  The  Cotton  Oil  Press.  One  of  the  statements  which 
the  paper  now  carries  is  quoted  from  an  address  made  by  T.  J.  Harrell, 
President  of  the  Texas  Division  of  the  National  Cotton  Seed  Products  Associ- 
ation, at  a  meeting  in  Dallas,  January  13,  as  follows: 

"Texas  Ready  for  Meloy  Seed  Grading  Plan:  Most  all  of  us  think 
it  is  only  a  short  time  until  cottonseed  will  be  sold  upon  its 
grade  and  that  these  grades  will  be  established  by  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture;  when  this  is  done  the  better  oil  bear- 
ing cottonseed,  the  clean,  sound,  dry  seed  v/ill  bring  a  premium 
over  low  oil  content,  high  moisture,  dirty,  bolly,  sticky  cot- 
tonseed, and  this  rightly  should  be.  The  Government  has  been 
for  several  years  working  upon  the  proper  method  of  sampling  and 
analyzing,  that  will  readily  determine  the  proper  method  of  grad- 
ing cottonseed.  They  have  done  a  tremendous  work  and  those  who 
have  followed  their  ,vork  up  to  this  time  believe  it  will  shortly 
change  the  present  method  of  buying  cottonseed,  that  is,  cotton- 
seed v/ill  be  sold  upon  its  value  rather  than  on  a  hog  round  or 
average  content  basis.  The  time  is  ripe  for  developing  a  grade 
of  cottonseed  and  preaching  a  better  cotton  staple,  the  planting 
of  pure  bred,  high  oil  content  cottonseed,  and  be  ready  for  this 
grading  proposition  when  it  doss  come." 

The  second  quotation  is  a  letter  to  the  editor  of  The  Cotton  Oil  Press 
from  S.  M.  Harmon,  Secretary,  Mississippi  Division  National  Cottonseed  Prod- 
ucts Association,  which  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"I  feel  sure  that  all  the  members  of  the  industry  are  grateful 
to  the  Cotton  Oil  Press  for  the  splendid  articles  now  appearing  in 
that  paper  on  cottonseed  grading,  which  are  so  ably  presented  by 
G.  S.  Meloy  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  industry  ov/es 
Mr.  Meloy  a  great  deal  for  his  untiring  efforts  toward  establish- 
ing a  correct  basis  for  evaluating  cottonseed.

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PEACH  SURVEY  EXTENDED  TO 

ATLANTIC  COAST  AND  NORTKEFN  STATES. 

Arrangements  are  just  being  completed  for  an  extension  of  the  peach 
survey  which  the  Divisions  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  Farm  Management 
and  Costs,  and  Fruits  and  Vegetables  started  last  year  in  the  South  Atlantic 
States,  to  cover  all  the  important  Atlantic  Coast  States  and  northern  States 
where  peaches  are  grown  on  a  commercial  basis.  The  field  work  will  be  done 
through  the  State  Statisticians.  As  far  as  possible  the  information  will  be 
made  by  questionnaire  sent  by  mail,  but  in  the  more  intensive  peach  growing 
counties  it  is  planned  to  make  farm  field  surveys.  Crop  Estimates  expects 
to  complete  the  field  work  on  this  study  by  July  1. 

STATE  OUTL OCK  WOFK  GROWING. 

A  large  increase  in  outlook  work  this  year  in  the  southern  States 
is  reported  by  H.  M.  Dixon,  in  charge  of  farm  management  extension  work, 
who  has  recently  returned  from  a  field  trip.  He  visited  Mississippi,  Louisi- 
ana, Texas,  Arkansas,  Oklahoma,  Kansas,  Missouri,  Illinois  and  Ohio.  In  ad- 
dition to  giving  consideration  to  farm  management  extension  plans  and  pro- 
grams in  the  different  States,  he  attended  a  total  of  19  meetings,  most  of 
of  which  were  devoted  to  outlook  discussions.  Mr.  Dixon  says  that  most 
southern  States  will  have  to  have  a  larger  number  of  economic  specialists 
before  they  can  hope  to  carry  on  outlook  work  to  the  extent  that  it  is 
carried  on  in  other  sections. 

In  the  Central  West  the  outlook  program  was  conducted  as  in  previous 
years  with  a  reported  growing  interest  in  the  work.  The  increased  stress 
in  this  area  is  mainly  on  timeliness  of  information  and  a  year-round  con- 
sideration of  outlook  information.  Illinois  reported  that  65  county  agents 
have  purchased  sets  of  charts  for  holding  outlook  meetings.  The  State  was 
covered  with  regional  meetings.  No  check  of  the  number  of  county  meetings 
held  by  county  agents  is  yet  available,  although  they  have  reported  holding 
as  high  as  12  meetings  per  county,  which  indicates  that  a  wide  distribution 
of  the  material  was  obtained  in  many  States  and  counties. 

It  was  the  general  feeling  in  the  southern  States,  Mr.  Dixon  reports, 
that  the  program  should  get  under  way  much  earlier,  and  they  hope  through 
the  regional  outlook  conferences  in  the  fall  to  be  able  next  year  to  start 
the  work  at  least  a  month  earlier.  The  program  in  many  areas  this  year  was 
seriously  handicapped  by  the  fine  weather  for  field  work. 

The  southern,  central,  and  eastern  areas  are  each  beginning  to  make 
plans  for  regional  outlook  conferences  this  fall.

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BUREAU  BREVITIES . 

AGRICULTURAL  SURVEY  OF  EUROPE:  HUNGARY ,  is  the  title  of  the  latest 
bulletin  to  be  added  to  our  series  of  agricultural  surveys  of  foreign  coun- 
tries. It  is  Technical  Bulletin  160  and  is  written  by  Louis  G.  Michael 
with  the  collaboration  of  Miss  Susie  White.  This  is  the  first  of  the  series 
i r  which  formulae  are  used  to  develop  the  relation  of  production  and  disap- 
pearance to  the  export  of  wheat  and  rye.  There  is  a  spirited  outline  of 
the  history  of  Hungary  and  the  characteristics  of  the  Magyar  people  as  they 
affect  the  local  agriculture. 

TAXATION  OF  FARM  PROPERTY,  Tech.  Bui.  172,  by  Whitney  Coombs,  which 
has  just  been  received  from  the  press,  is  a  summary  of  the  research  work  in 
farm  taxation  that  has  been  conducted  during  the  last  8  years.  The  greater 
part  of  this  work  has  been  carried  on  by  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance 
either  independently  or  in  cooperation  with  the  States.  Such  phases  are 
covered  as  kinds  of  taxes  paid  by  agriculture,  amounts  paid,  trends  in  agri- 
cultural taxation,  taxes  and  agricultural  income,  assessed  valuation  and 
sales  value  of  farm  real  estate,  taxes  and  value  of  farm  land,  incidence  and 
effects,  and  readjustments  including  a  consideration  of  the  possibilities  of 
fiscal  reform.  Mrs.  Thelma  M.  Penn  and  Mrs.  Martha  M.  Adams  are  mentioned 
in  the  footnote  as  being  responsible  for  much  of  the  statistical  material  in 
the  bulletin.

We  wish 
to  express  the  hope  that  the  future  holds  for  you  the  happiness 
and  opportunity  which  you  deserve,  and  the  belief  that  whatever 
comes  you  will,  as  always  in  the  past,  make  valuable  contribution 
to  what  is  best  in  the  field  of  agricultural  economics,  but  most 
of  all  in  the  wider  field  of  human  relations.

BUREAU'S  MARKET  STUDY  BEARING 
FRUIT  AFTER  SIX  YEARS. 

Recommendations  made  by  the  Bureau  nearly  six  years  ago  for  a  public 
market  in  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  are  at  last  being  put  into  effect,  according  to 
a  letter  addressed  Mr.  Tolley  by  Henry  T.  Crosby,  formerly  of  our  staff. 
In  July,  1924,  Mr.  Crosby  was  sent  by  the  Bureau  to  Tulsa  to  study  the  city 
market  situation.  After  spending  six  weeks  there  he  made  a  report  recom- 
mending a  market  substantially  in  line  with  one  now  being  planned  for  Tulsa. 
The  specifications  submitted  by  the  Bureau  to  meet  the  city's  needs  were  not 
acted  on  at  that  time,  but  that  they  have  finally  received  proper  recogni- 
tion is  indicated  by  the  new  market  plans,  outlined  in  a  statement  in  the 
current  issue  of  the  Manufacturers  Record,  from  which  the  following  is 
quoted: 

"  ***  Approved  plans  ***  and  soon  start  work  on  excavation  for 
$400,000,  80x200  ft.,  brick  and  terra  cotta  Tulsa  Public  Market, 
11th  and  S.  Elgin  Sts.;  35  store  stalls,  occupying  space  approx. 
200x150  ft.,  200  stalls  for  sale  of  farm  truck  and  produce  will 
connect  with  market  proper  and  will  be  connected  by  6  passage  ways; 
farmers'  stalls  to  be  built  of  concrete  with  concrete  floors  ***." 
Mr.  Crosby  is  at  present  connected  with  the  American  Trust  Company 
of  Dallas,  Texas. 

BUREAU  INSPECTS  BROOMCORN 

FOR  DISTRICT  REFORMATORY. 

The  District  of  Columbia  Reformatory  at  Lawton,  Virginia,  received 
its  first  car  of  broomcorn  recently,  purchased  on  Federal  specifications. 
The  broomcorn  had  been  inspected  by  G.  B.  Alguire,  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and 
Seed  Division  at  Kansas  City,  and  after  its  arrival  at  Lawton,  K.  B.  Seeds, 
of  the  Washington  office,  visited  Lawton  to  go  over  the  broomcorn  with  the 
Reformatory  authorities.  They  informed  him  that  it  was  the  most  satisfac- 
tory lot  of  broomcorn  they  had  ever  purchased  and  that  it  had  been  ob- 
tained at  a  cheaper  price  than  they  had  ever  been  able  to  buy  it  before, 
even  though  the  market  for  broomcorn  is  higher  at  present  than  it  has  been 
for  several  years.  Mr.  Seeds  went  over  the  broomcorn  bales  and  the  state- 
ments on  the  Federal  inspection  certificate  with  the  foreman  of  the  broom- 
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corn  factory,  and  after  the  latter  had  familarized  hinself  with  the  ap- 
plication of  the  certificate  to  the  broomcorn,  he  expressed  himself  as  being 
highly  pleased  with  that  also,  as  he  could  ta,ke  the  certificate  and  determine 
Trom  it  just  what  bales  of  broomcorn  he  wanted  to  use  for  any  particular 
work  and  have  them  brought  up  from  the  warehouse  without  having  to  go  out 
and  examine  each  bale  himself  to  find  the  one  he  wanted. 

The  brooms  manufactured  at  the  Lawton  Reformatory  are  furnished  to 
=;ome  Federal  departments  and  other  departments  of  the  District  of  Columbia 

''"EMBER  OF  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS  DISCUSSES 
ENGLISH  FARMERS'  PLIGHT. 

Dr  0.  E.  Baker,  of  the  Dicision  of  Land  Economics,  has  received  a 
Letter  from  The  Honorable  George  Dallas,  member  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
containing  interesting  information  concerning  the  difficulties  which  English 
farmers  are  experiencing  at  this  time.  The  following  is  quoted  from  Mr. 
Dallas'  letter: 

"Our  farmers  are  having  a  very  difficult  time  and  during  the  past 
3ix  months  have  been  subject  to  what  we  regard  as  rather  unfair  compe- 
tition, in  wheat  and  oats  from  Germany  and  now  flour  from  France.  Germany 
->uys  a  considerable  amount  of  wheat  from  Canada  and  the  United  States, 
oecause  of  the  hard  qualities  of  your  wheat.  This,  mixed  with  the  native 
softer  wheats  produces  a  type  of  bread  that  European  people  seem  to  like 
/ery  much.  Germany  being  a  protectionist  country,  all  the  wheat  that  en- 
ters the  country  has  to  pay  a  very  considerable  import  duty,  and  they 
are  allowed  to  export  to  other  countries  the  same  quantities  as  they  import. 

"The  German  consumers,  in  the  price  they  pay  for  their  flour  and 
bread,  have  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  import  tax.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
German  producer  when  he  exports  is  allowed  a  rebate  of  the  import  tax. 
ks  this  amounts  at  the  moment  to  about  15/-  per  quarter,  it  means  that 
they  sell  their  wheat  and  their  oats  at  considerably  less  than  we  ourselves 
can  produce  in  Great  Britain,  and  considerably  less  than  they  themselves 
can  produce,  and  this  has  dislocated  our  home  market  and  brought  the  prices 
down  to  such  a  level  that  cereal  prices  are  quite  uneconomic  for  British 
farmers,  and  there  has  been  a  very  great  outcry.*** 

"Our  Government  is  considering  very  seriously  many  schemes  to  help 
agriculture,  but  we  have  not  brought  anything  forward  for  legislation  up 
to  this  moment . " 

Mr.  Dallas  plans  to  spend  a  few  weeks  in  the  United  States  in  August, 
at  which  time  he  says  he  wants  to  come  to  Washington  to  have  a  look  at 
our  Bureau.

EIELD_GRAIN_OFFICES_KEEP_IN_  CLOSE 
"  TOUCH  WITH  COLLEGES  OF  AGF I CULTURE . 

Field  representatives  of  the  Grain  Division  have  lost  no  opportunity 
to  place  their  work  before  the  students  and  faculty  of  State  Colleges  of 
Agriculture  That  they  have  been  successful  in  arousing  interest  in  their 
activities  is  attested  by  the  close  touch  maintained  between  the  colleges 
and  our  men. 

The  Pacific  Coast  Headquarters  office  at  Portland  reports  that  D.  D. 
Hill,  Assistant  Professor  of  Farm  Crops  of  Oregon  State  Agricultural  College, 
recently  brought  several  of  his  students  to  that  office.  Professor  Hill  is 
coach  for  the  grain  grading  team  that  annually  competes  at  the  Pacific  Inter- 
national Livestock  Exposition  crops  judging  contest  and  the  students  who  ac- 
companied him  are  candidates  for  places  on  next  year's  team.  The  group 
vent  over  a  number  of  samples  of  grain  at  our  office  and  were  shown  the  dif- 
ferent grain  handling  activities  along  the  water  front  and  the  procedure  at 
the  supervision  and  inspection  offices. 

The  Grain  office  at  Omaha  reports  that  recently  they  were  visited  by 
T.  H.  Goodding,  Assistant  Professor  of  Agronomy,  of  Nebraska  State  College 
of  Agriculture,  and  his  class  of  students,  who  received  instruction  on  the 
grading  of  grain  under  the  Federal  standards  and  cn  the  organization  of 
grain  inspection  under  Federal  supervision. 

77.  D.  SMITH'S  WOFK  ATTRACTING  ATTENTION 
OF  LARGEST  FICE  INTERESTS  IN  SOUTH . 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  American  Rice 
Growers  Co-operative  Association,  of  Lake  Charles,  Louisiana,  a  resolution 
was  passed  to  the  effect  that  a  letter  be  written  to  Mr.  Olsen  and  to  E.  G. 
Boerner,  in  charge  of  Grain  Investigations,  expressing  appreciation  of  the 
work  that  has-  been  done  during  the  past  season  by  W.  D.  Smith,  of  the  Rice 
Investigations  Project,  stationed  at  New  Orleans,  Louisiana.  Homer  L. 
Brinkley,  General  Manager  of  the  Association,  writing  for  the  Association, 
states: 

"In  his  work  with  better  and  more  modern  and  efficient  methods  of 
harvesting,  drying,  bulk  handling  and  the  result  ant  effect  on  grades, 
Mr.  Smith  has  opened  a  field  for  improvement  over  our  present  antiquated 
methods  that  is  attracting  the  attention  of  some  of  the  largest  producing 
interests  in  the  South.  We  feel  that  this  phase  of  his  work  has  almost 
unlimited  possibilities  and  that  a  few  years  will  see  drastic  changes  for 
the  better  in  our  methods  of  harvesting  and  handling." 


CDDITIES  IN  WOFK  WANTED 
"  FOR  NEWS  SHEETS. " 

What  oddities  are  you  finding  in  your  work?  C.  E.  Gapen,  Chief  of 
the  Press  Service,  has  asked  the  bureaus  of  the  Department  to  furnish  him 
with  such  information  for  use  in  the  Clip  Sheet,  Page,.  Line  and  Paragraph, 
and  the  Official  Record.  The  B.  A.  E.  News  editor  also  would  like  to  have 
such  items  for  the  Bureau  house  organ,  and  will  forward  any  material  fur- 
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nished  her  to  the  Press  Service. 

Among  the  examples  of  this  kind  of  material  which  Mr.  Gapen  has 
cited  are  the  following: 

The  Forest  Service  examined  a  piece  of  wood  from  a  Roman  galley 
that  sank  in  the  Adriatic  hundreds  of  years  ago  and  determined  that  the 
wood  was  a  kind  of  spruce  and  rather  well  preserved. 

There  is  no  foundation  for  the  idea  that  parsnips  turn  poisonous 
after  being  taken  from  the  ground,  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  leave  them 
in  the  ground  over  winter. 

A  scientist  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  dissected  a  nematode 
125th  of  an  inch  long  and  removed  from  it  another  nematode  it  has  swallowed. 

WHO'S  WHO. 

F.  B.  Wilkinson,  of  the  Tobacco  Section,  made  a  call  recently  upon 
F.  B.  Wilkinson,  in  Cadiz,  Ky.  Now  he  is  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  F.  B. 
Wilkinson,  at  Jackson,  Tenn.,  expressing  the  hope  that  those  two  and  still 
another  F.  B.  Wilkinson  in  Washington  County,  Miss.,  will  some  day  dine 
with  him  in  Jackson. 

This  would  be  quite  unique,  but  complicated.  F.  B.  Wilkinson  would 
be  host  and  toastmaster,  and  might  conceivably  call  upon  F.  B.  Wilkinson 
for  a  speech.  Would  the  other  F.  B's  rise  in  unison  or  would  all  three 
slide  under  the  table?  That  would  be  a  most  embarrassing  situation.  We 
may  surmise  that  the  host's  expression  would  become  as  blank  as  the  scene 
before  him,  while  the  potentialities  of  that  huddle  under  the  table  are 
too  dreadful  to  contemplate.
